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Doug Lampkin (Bet) remained the man 
to beat in World Championship Indoor 
Trials action as the British rider took his 
second win of the two-round-old season 
‘at its stop in Koblenz, Germany, January 
10. Spaniard Marc Colomer (Mon) was 
again second, finishing the final with a 
score of seven, just two marks behind 
Lampkin. Third was the dynamic Japan- 
eserider Takahisa Fujinami (Hon), who 
finished the night with nine points. 
Lampkin leads the series with 40 points, 
followed by Colomer with 34, and Steve 
Colley (G-G), who was fifth on the 
night, with 24. 


Four races, four different winners. That 
was the story as the AMA/PJ1 National 
Arenacross Series visited Hampton, Vir- 
ginia, for rounds 11 and 12, January 16- 
17. Cliff Palmer (Kaw) and Jeromy 
Buehl (Hon) won Friday night’s 125 and 
250cc Pro classes, respectively. Palmer 
held off Mike Jones (Kaw) and Buddy 
Antunez (Suz) for the 125cc win, while 
Buehl topped Antunez and Palmer to 
win the 250cc class. On Saturday night, 
Pederson beat Clifford Adoptante (Suz) 
and Jones to win the 125cc class and 
Antunez came out on top in a battle 
with Denny Stephenson (Hon) and 
Grayson Goodman (Kaw) in the 250cc 
class. On the weekend, it was Antunez 
who gained the most, stretching his 
points lead over Pederson to 21 points, 
380-359. 


Doug Blackwell (Yam) won round six 
of the AMA Pirelli/Moose-Off-Road 
Mid-South Hare Scrambles Series in 
Lawrenceburg, Tennessee, on January 
18. Blair Bersano (Kaw) took runner-up 
honors. Rounding out the top five were 
Mike Sampson (Kaw), John Machino 
(TM) and Rodney Judson (Hbg). 


Doug Dubach (Yam) and Nic Wey 
(Kaw) were the big winners at the sec- 
ond round of the CMC Golden State 
Nationåls (South) at Competition Park 
in San Jacinto, California, on January 18. 
Dubach topped the 250cc Pro class over 
Billy Payne (Kaw) and Wey, while Wey 
came back to win the 125cc Pro class, 
ahead of Payne and Keith Johnson 
(Yam). Dubach also won the 500cc Pro 
class. 


Four-time World Champion Max Biaggi 
has signed a contract to ride a Honda 
NSR500 in Marlboro colors for the 1998 
500cc World Championship Road Race 
Series. Biaggi will compete in the same 
Erv Kanemoto-run team that took him 
to victory in the 250cc World Champi- 
onship last year. Protracted, on- 
again / off-again negotiations were final- 
ly concluded on Friday, January 12, with 
the team confirmed the same day. 
Although financial details are not 
known, this complies with Biaggi's 
requirements in every way, and marks 
an auspicious class entry for the four- 
time 250cc champion. 


Crew chief Mike Sinclair, who helped 
guide Wayne Rainey to his three 500cc 
World Championships, is back with 
Rainey and will head up the technical 
team for Rainey's factory Yamaha team 
of Norifumi Abe and Jean-Michel 
Bayle. Sinclair worked on Kenny 
Roberts' Modenas team in 1997. 


Modenas, meanwhile, is cutting back on 
plans for a new engine and will race a 
revised 1997 motorcycle for the “first 
few races,” according to team manager 
Chuck Aksland. “After the last GP we 
made some modifications that we didn’t 
have the time to do during the season,” 





Aksland said. “When we tested the bike 
at Barcelona, it was real good. (Kenny 
Roberts) Junior was happy with it, and 
went much faster - it was setting times 
close to (Alex) Criville’s. It’s a sort of 
hybrid ‘97-98 bike, and we'll use that to 
start the season. The new engine should 
come in after the first few races.” The 
revised unit, with a balance shaft and an 
extra main bearing, will not be built in 
Japan - as was originally thought. 
“We're sourcing some parts from Japan, 
and some from the USA,” Aksland said. 
“We're also looking at the possibility of 
parts from Malaysia. We have the luxu- 
ry of being able to shop around.” 
Roberts is known to be less than fully 
satisfied with reliability and other prob- 
lems during 1997, when engine-devel- 
opment work was handled entirely by 
Tom Walkinshaw Racing (TWR). It was 
the noted car-racing firm’s first-ever 
two-stroke. 


Mystery surrounds the design of 
Honda’s factory NSR250, with teams 
still awaiting the final confirmation of 
the basic engine design, according to 
Cycle News Grand Prix editor Michael 
Scott. Pictures of the bike from Japan 
show one major change - the single- 
sided swingarm has been replaced with 
a more conventional twin trailing fork. 
This will satisfy those who insist the 
discarded gull-wing unit had no place 
on racing bikes unless it was to make 
quick rear-wheel changes (i.e., 
endurance racing), and had only been 
included to help sell similarly equipped 
street bikes. According to Herve Pon- 
charal, owner of Oliver Jacque’s Tech 3 
team, another departure is that the 
engine casings are used as a chassis 
component, with the swingarm pivot- 
ing directly off the back of the transmis- 
sion. The mystery concerns the engine 
architecture, and Poncharal insists that 
not even the teams have been told any- 
thing more than “it’s a twin, but it’s not 
a V-twin.” Latest word has confirmed 
that the bike is likely to be a V-twin in 
everything but name, however. It 
apparently will follow the Aprilia 
model, as a twin-crankshaft tandem 
twin, with the cylinders splayed apart. 
Honda has not followed Aprilia’s reed- 
valve induction format, though, as they 
will stick with the tried and trusted 
reed valves - with the carburetors with- 
in the V. Strictly speaking, Honda is 
correct in saying the bike isn’t a V-twin, 
since this nomenclature applies to a sin- 
gle crankshaft. The new engine is a 
splayed tandem twin. 


The Indonesian Grand Prix faces can- 
celation this year, despite the fact that it 
is still on the calendar. Teams are being 
advised not to bother to make travel 
arrangements for the race, which was 
to have been one of the Far Eastern trio 
opening the season - along with the 
Japanese and Malaysian rounds. Mean- 
while, the German Grand Prix is 
almost certain to move to Sachsenring, 
a circuit in the former East Germany, 
after two poorly attended rounds at the 
Nurburgring. 


While the Indonesian race may be can- 
celed, the Portuguese Grand Prix has 
definitely been taken off the 1998 World 
Championship Road Race calendar. Pre- 
viously scheduled for the Estoril Circuit 
on June 14, the race has been canceled 
by the FIM after the Portuguese govern- 
ment announced that it wasn’t possible 
for them to guarantee that the necessary 
track alterations would be finished on 
time. If the Indonesian round ends up 
joining the Portuguese round in being

Aprilia pulls out; 
Waldmann to Modenas? 





shocking move that has redrawn the map for those teams, riders and sponsors 


A prilia has pulled its V-twin out of 500cc World Championship road racing in a 


not already settled. 


The news came as a surprise even to Ralf Waldmann, who was tidying up the final 
details of a contract in his possession since before Christmas, and who was expected to 
sign during the week ending January 16. Instead, the factory told him the deal was off - 
they had pulled the plug on the almost-successful V-twin project, and there was no 


ride for the German. 


Twice runner-up in the 250cc World Championship to Max Biaggi, Waldmann had 
previously resisted Marlboro's attempts to move him into the Kenny Roberts-owned 
Modenas team. Now the situation is reversed, and it's almost certain that Waldmann 
will make his move to 500s on the three-cylinder Team Roberts machines - which will 


be in Marlboro colors. 


This-seems to rule Luca Cadalora out of the equation. The Italian had been favored 
for the top Modenas ride, and the team had admitted ”a provisional entry” for him. 

In another twist, the Waldmann factor opens the way for Roberts to switch the Mod- 
enas to Dunlop tires - the team would like to change for various reasons, not least Dun- 
lop's greater prowess than Michelin on lighter machines. Cadalora, however, was vio- 


lently opposed to using the Dunlops. 


Aprilia, meanwhile, is believed to be concentrating on building a V-four 500 - and 
the new challenger might be ready for a few outings during 1998. 

The Italian factory is thought to be developing the SwissAuto engine it purchased 
last year, and may be in the process of working a similar deal to the one with Rotax - 
the one which brought them into the 250 class. The Rotax engine was called an Aprilia, 
and over the years they have gradually evolved it into their own motor. Aprilia has 
promised to make the machine available for selected Wild Card rides. 

Yet another SwissAuto-powered machine is expected to join the lists: an ROC 
directly descended from the Elf 500s that bought the compact and very powerful V- 
four motor into the 500cc class over the past two years. The machines - ridden last year 
by Juan Borja and Jurgen Fuchs - were fast but difficult to ride, lacking even the basic 
refinement of an efficient exhaust power valve. Elf withdrew after two years, and the 
Malaysian-owned MuZ (formerly MZ) firm took over with SwissAuto. Their scaled- 
down plans see them set to field Doriano Romboni (ex-Aprilia!) for 1998.

J.R. Schnabel (Rtx) won the 600cc Pro 
class during the motorcycle ice-racing 
exhibition at the 1998 Snowmobile 
Derby World Championships at Eagle 
River, Wisconsin. Schnabel was fol- 
lowed across the line in the 12-lap final 
by Gordon Schopieray (Rtx) and Pat 
Buchanan (Rtx). The exhibition, which 
was organized by AMA Grand National 
Championship rider Dan Butler, was 
well-received by the snowmobile-racing 
fans, and will likely continue as a part of 
the World Championships in the future. 


While attending a regional Harley- 
Davidson dealer meeting in Daytona 
Beach, Florida, Team Harley-Davidson's 
Scott Parker and Bill Werner spent the 
weekend of January 18 tire-testing at 
Daytona Municipal Stadium for the 
upcoming Daytona Short Track. Parker 
and Werner used the session to better 
compare the Dunlop DOT tires - the 
K591s and K180s with which they start- 
ed experimenting last season - to the 
current Goodyear DT dirt track tires. “I 
think that the Dunlop was pretty good,” 
Werner said. “The track was real incon- 
sistent, so it was kind of hard to tell, but 
Scott's times were close to what he was 
turning on the Goodyears. We pretty 
much used the exact same tire pressures 
in both.”

Peterhansel went into the last two stages with 
a commanding 32-minute lead and rode conserv- 
atively to win what most likely will be his last 
Dakar appearance, this decision having much to 
do with Yamaha announcing that it will not field 
a team in next year’s race. Nevertheless, Peter- 
hansel was thrilled to win the Dakar Rally a 


record sixth time. 


“It was very emotional for me when I crossed 
the line,” Peterhansel said. “I’m very happy to 
have beaten the record. It really is a fantastic feel- 


ing 


“It is also probably the last time for me (to 
compete in the Dakar rally), as Yamaha will retire 





this year from the event, but maybe I will come 
back in a car,” Peterhansel said. “I love this event so much that it would be hard to just 
walk away - we'll just have to wait. If Yamaha comes back in the future, I will probably 
be too old to ride, so we go out on a high point.” 

Finishing third, approximately 40 minutes behind Meoni, was Australian rider 


Andy Hayden, who, like Meoni, rode a KTM. 


Finishing 15th overall in his first try at Dakar was American Paul Krause, who was 
also KTM-mounted. Krause had problems early in the rally and spent most of his ride 
making up for lost time but was otherwise happy with his results. 

“It’s been an adventure, that's for sure,” Krause said. “I found some parts of the 
rally really interesting. You have to respect this event, and I do.” 

This year’s rally saw 11 different stage winners, including World-class enduro rid- 
ers Giovanni Sala of Italy, John Deacon of Great Britain, Gerard Jimmink of Holland, 


and Richard Sainct of France.

World Supers: perfect 10? 
World Superbike’s 10th birthday has been 
marked by the publication of the definitive 
history of four-stroke racing’s premier 
class, called - appropriately - “World 
Superbikes - The First Ten Years.” 

Written by Julian Ryder - for many 
across the English-speaking world, the 
voice of Superbike racing thanks to his 
Sky Sports commentaries carried Down 
Under as well as Up Over in Europe - 
and illustrated by Kel Edge, the only 
photographer to have attended every 
single SBK round since the series 
kicked off at Donington Park in April 
1988, this is a lavishly illustrated, 
soft-cover history of Superbike rac- 
ing, covering the sport from its 
early beginnings in America 
through to the present day. 

Readable and entertaining, the 
text hits the highlights of each season in 
Ryder’s punchy style, while the Edge photo archives 
yield not only a series of breathtaking action shots - his photo of Falap- 
pa leaning on his teammate Roche as they Duke it out for victory at Jerez in 1990 is 
worth the £12.99 cover price alone - but a whole series of wonderfully atmospheric 
paddock pics from down the years. 

Complete with a comprehensive results section detailing the 15 points scorers in 
every race, this is a marvelous reference volume as well as a darn good read. But it 
makes you realize one thing: Apart from the consistently close-quarter competition 
(twice per day, what's more), no road racing class in the past 30 years has produced 
such an awesome array of well-defined personalities as World Superbike; if you 
were a Hollywood producer wanting to make a movie about bike racing, you 
wouldn’t have to look further than the World Superbike paddock for the makings 
of a cast list. Roche, Merkel, Phillis, Mertens, Pirovano, Russell, Falappa, Fogarty, 
Polen, Chili, Gobert, Slight, Haga - every one a race winner, every one his own man. 
This book tells you why. Buy it. (Published by Haynes: ISBN 1 85960 404 8).

What this means is that not only will 
European bike-racing fans have a mas- 
sive extra dose of the best of two- 
wheeled road racing, at no additional 
cost, but for the first time Superbike and 
GP racing will also be sharing the same 
level playing field in terms of TV expo- 
sure, in their largest single market - 
Europe. This means that advertisers, 
sponsors and, above all, manufacturers 
will now be able to make a direct com- 
parison in terms of their return on 
investment between the two rival forms 
of top-level motorcycle sport, with the 
all-important viewing figures for each as 
the yardstick. 

With SBK struggling to attract out- 
side sponsors, the added exposure that 
Eurosport's coverage will deliver is a 
huge benefit - while for the GP world, 
weakened by the departure of Lucky 
Strike from the scene, the chips are 
down. Can the 500cc GP class’ tradition- 
al supremacy be maintained - especially 
at a time when Mick Doohan’s and 
Honda’s domination of the class has 
weakened its appeal - and with star 
names like Corser and Gobert returning 
to the SBK scene in ’98, as well as former 
World Champions like Alessandro 
Gramigni and perhaps also Luca 
Cadalora making the transfer? 

We'll see; but certainly, come the end 
of the 1998 season, there are going to be 
some crunch decisions at the highest 
level in business boardrooms all over the 
world - especially if the imposition of 
unleaded fuel in GP racing for 1998 
allows SBK to again lap faster than 500cc 
GP bikes at some circuits, and John

In the meantime, two-wheeled sports 
fans all over Europe are the winners. 
Better stock up now on long-play video- 
tapes.... 

But that’s not all. Word coming out 
of Japan is that the World Superbike 
series will finally be shown in its entire- 
ty on terrestial TV in 1998 - if not live 
(because of the time differential with 
Europe), at least with only a brief delay. 
With Yamaha whiz-kid Noriyuki Haga 
joining Kawasaki's Akira Yanagawa as a 
full-time member of the SBK circus in 
1998, chances are that, here too, the 
World Superbike Championship will 
start to make an impact, as it begins its 
second decade of competition as the 
only two-wheeled road racing class 
where all four Japanese manufacturers 
are involved with factory teams, along- 
side Ducati. 

With Bimota scheduled to join in next 
season, Aprilia and MV Agusta/ 
Cagiva and Laverda in 1999, Moto Guzzi 
and Triumph and Benelli known to be 
working on future Superbike con- 
tenders, and perhaps also Buell/Harley- 
Davidson and BMW and March taking 
part at a later date as well, SBK looks to 
be an increasingly attractive option for 
manufacturers, especially as the substan- 
tially increased TV coverage gives them 
the extra exposure they’ve been seeking 
for their street products - products close- 
ly related to the bikes viewers see on the 
race track.

boxing, the standoff between the East 
and West of World Championship road 
racing is about to get serious, pitting the 
established two-stroke Grand Prix circus 
against the blossoming World Superbike 
four-stroke series, on terrain where the 
outcome really matters - well, as far as 
the guys who sign the sponsorship 
checks are concerned, at least: on the TV 
screen, 

How come? Well, so far the World 
Superbike series has been a bit like that 
favorite bar or restaurant you discover, 
whose repute is a word-of-mouth thing: 
Only in those countries like Great Britain 
(thanks to Sky Sports’ award-winning 
coverage of every race), or Germany and 
Austria, which cover it on a Pay-TV 
basis, has the thrilling spectacle that 
World Superbike delivers been able to 
overtake 500cc GP racing in terms of 
public support - a fact underlined by the 
70,000 spectators who crowded into 
Brands Hatch this August for the World 
Superbike round there, a couple of 
weeks before a scant 25,000-odd fans vis- 
ited Donington Park for the British GP - 
or the decision by the Zeltweg A-1 Ring 
promotors to ditch the loss-taking Aus- 
trian GP in ’98, in favor of concentrating 
all their efforts on their SBK round. 

But with World Superbike races large- 
ly absent from TV screens in most Euro- 
pean countries, as well as (perhaps sur- 
prisingly) Japan, the Dorna/IRTA GP 
cartel has been able to shrug off SBK as a 
viable threat to their supremacy, especial- 
ly as regards their all-important sponsors. 

Until now. For in 1998 SBK will at last 
go head to head with GP racing on 
Eurosport, the free-to-view satellite 
channel which has provided viewers in 
all European countries with full, live 
coverage of every GP race (not only 500s, 
but 125s and 250s, too) for the past 
decade, and which is the single biggest 
medium for the GP world’s sponsorship 
exposure in those markets, providing

FIM Congress goes “exotic” dancing 

One controversial new technical rule for the Superbike class passed at the FIM Con- 
gress in October has gone almost unnoticed, which is that so-called “exotic” (pre- 
sumably meaning ”expensive”) metals such as beryllium (for the calipers) and even 
aluminium (for the discs) are henceforth forbidden for use in braking systems. 
These materials join the banned carbon discs, which were outlawed for Superbikes 
three years ago. 

This is presumably aimed at companies such as Brembo (known to be working 
on ultralightweight beryllium calipers based on those fitted to Formula One cars, in 
the interests of reducing unsprung weight) or the many companies experimenting 
with metal-composite discs - usually aluminium-based, with a ceramic or other 
coating - in the interests of achieving the same kind of reduction in unsprung 
weight and reduced gyroscopic inertia that the now-outlawed “black brakes” deliv- 
ered. 

Given that the objection to costly carbon brakes was not only mainly that of 
expense - they wear out so fast, they have to be constantly replaced - but that they 
cannot by definition be fitted to street bikes and therefore have no place in a class 
based (theoretically at least) on such machines, it’s hard to understand why the FIM 
should have eliminated the metal-composite discs, which don’t wear out, deliver 
improved handling and even braking to street bikes and, though they are not yet 
sufficiently developed for OE street use, will surely appear on performance street 
bikes in the future. 

Quite apart from the fact 
that enforcing this regula- 
tion will require the ser- 
vices of a metallurgist, as 
well as a legal eagle to wrap 
the rule’s wording up tight, 
it makes nonsense of the 
notion that racing improves 
the breed. Gosh - they’ll 
ban fuel injection on 
grounds of cost and sophis- 
tication, next...

is being made into an exciting spectacle 
in its own right. 

A so-called Super Pole Position 
countdown after the second timed quali- 
fying session will see the top 16 quali- 
fiers take turns running a single extra 
solo flying lap, with the aim of improv- 
ing on their qualifying position and 
going for gold in the form of extra cash 
prizes, awarded according to their final 
position. 

Perhaps surprisingly, though, there’s 
no plan to reward even the pole-position 
rider with extra championship points, as 
is done in some national series around 
the world - let alone, say, 4-3-2-1 points 
for the front-row men. 

Eurosport plans to cover the Super 
Pole runoff at each round, however - and 
if it proves successful, the idea is expect- 
ed to spread to the Supersport World 
Series in "99. 


Injection is nice 

Speaking of fuel injection, reliable 
sources insist that the all-new Honda 
CBR600 (scheduled to make its debut in 
1999) will indeed be fuel-injected - a first 
for a Japanese bike in the Supersport 600 
class. Which begs several questions: 
First, with Suzuki’s GSXR750 now fuel- 
injected for ’98, will its scaled-down 
clone, the GSXR600, dead-heat with the 
Honda to wear EFI before the century is 
out? 

Next, Yamaha’s upcoming new R2 
Superbike, a 750cc version of the 
ground-breaking one-liter R1 hyperbike 
that’s due to be launched at the Munich 
Show next September, is, like the Suzuki, 
certain to be fuel-injected; but will the R6 
small-scale version, due to replace the 
YZF600 Thundercat in the year 2000, 
also carry EFI? Seems pretty likely, 
wouldn’t you say? And, in that case, 
where does that leave Kawasaki? With 
Triumph’s new four-cylinder T600 
Supersport (due to dead-heat with the 
Yamaha on the world stage) also known 
to be be fuel-injected, and Aprilia’s 
forthcoming RSV750 V-twin sure to have 
the same EFI as its Superbike big broth- 
er, what else can Kawasaki do? Only, the 
question is - when? 

Just as in the small-car world a 
decade ago, it only took one manufactur- 
er to break ranks and introduce EFI on a 
volume product, and all had to follow 
suit. So, thanks, Suzuki: With a little help 
from Honda on the VFR, you’ve been 
responsible for bringing the motorcycle 
marketplace into the 21st century - just 
as it’s about to dawn! 


Ducati to build new twin? 

Ducati’s efforts to regain the World 
Superbike title they lost to Honda in ‘97 
begin in Indonesia on March 15 - follow- 
ing a close season of intense effort to 
turn the 916 back into a title-winner. But 
with Honda and seemingly also Kawasa- 
ki caught up on performance, and the 
Italians no longer able to increase engine 
capacity another notch to keep ahead, 
there’s open speculation that Ducati is 
fast-forwarding development of a new 
engine to replace the existing otto valvole 
design, which made its racing debut in 
September 1986 and is essentially based 
on the old air-cooled two-valve Pantah 
motor. 

However, while it is true that TPG’s 
arrival on the scene has released much- 
needed development cash for such a 
new engine, there’s no way this could be 
ready before the September 1999 Milan 
Show, say Ducati insiders - and in any 
case, it won’t be the narrow-angle 60- 
degree V-twin with gear-driven DOHC 
on which the rumor mill insists Ducati is 





working, in order to resolve the packag- 
ing problems of the 90-degree L-twin 
layout. 

“I can categorically state that Ducati 
will only build 90-degree V-twin engines 
in the future,” says the company’s tech- 
nical guru, Massimo Bordi. “To do oth- 
erwise would be a rejection of our com- 
pany’s heritage, as well as to sacrifice the 
engineering trademark it’s taken us a 
quarter-century to establish. Anyway, if 
it’s such a bad layout, how come Honda 
and Suzuki have copied us? But in any 
case, I truly believe we can extract more 
performance from our existing motorcy- 
cle - enough to restore our position of 
supremacy with the present engine.” 

Though Bordi won't confirm it, word 
is, however, that Ducati is planning a 
series of tests this winter in the nearby 
wind tunnel of their neighbors, Ferrari, 
in order to enhance the 916's top-end 
performance by way of aerodynamic 
improvements. Beautiful as Tamburini's 
design is, there's been a feeling for some 
time that it's not very aerodynamic, 
being particularly deficient in terms of 
rider protection and reduced drag. 

The appearance of Suzuki's new 
TL1000R V-twin Superbike, which, judg- 
ing by its bodywork design, has evident- 
ly spent some time in a wind tunnel,has 
underlined this - so expect either Tam- 
burini or Ducati's own in-house stylist, 
Pierre Terblanche (creator of the svelte 
Supermono), to come up with something 
similar, only more - er, Latin. 

However, the crunch is that Super- 
bike rules obviously don't permit body- 
work changes, unless the street bike the 
racer is derived from homologates it first 
on the street. This points, say Italian 
sources, to a new short-run 916SPS being 
launched at the Munich Show next Sep- 
tember. This bike will sport revised 
styling aimed at enhancing performance 
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Tom Walkinshaw Racing produced the 
three-cylinder two-stoke that powered

of the 916 for the ‘99 season, with per- 
haps some other detail changes (chas- 
sis?) aimed at carrying the bike through 
competitively until its all-new replace- 
ment comes on line, presumably for the 
2000 model year. 

With Honda stating publicly that

However, the word is that TWR still has its superbike-engine design ready for 
someone else-to take over, so perhaps the ideal candidates are just 10 miles up the 
road at Bicester: March, whose 750 Superbike chassis and styling have been sitting 
ready but engineless for more than a year, waiting for the promised Al Melling 
four-cylinder motor that so far has failed to show up. Instead of a March link with 
Triumph, which some interested in running an all-British superbike team have pro- 
posed (installing the 900cc short-stroke version of the T595 Daytona three-cylinder 
engine that’s known to be under development for a possible Superbike in the March 
rolling chassis), the TWR option might make more sense - unless the Melling motor 
is imminent.

Walkinshaw racing: 


have chassis, need motor 
Add TWR to the Superbike roster? 
That's the rumor coming out of Ban- 
bury, in the Midlands of England, 
where Arrows Formula One team 
boss Tom Walkinshaw has his base. 
As you may remember, close by is 
Kenny Roberts’ Modenas factory, 
whose KR3 500cc three-cylinder 
engine was designed and developed 
for him by TWR. Except - supposed- 
ly that’s not the only motorcycle 
engine TWR has on its drawing 
board: There’s a four-cylinder 750cc 
Superbike motor (configuration 
unknown), too, say sources, believed 
to have been drawn up for Alfred 
Enzinger’s Promotor team over a 
year ago, as an insurance policy 
against an eventual break with the 
Ducati factory, whose bikes allowed 
Enzinger's Power Horse-sponsored 
team to deliver the "96 World Super- 
bike title, courtesy of Troy Corser. 
Walkinshaw and Enzinger were 
(are?) partners in Power Horse, but 
when the split with Ducati did 
come, Enzinger instead joined with 
Yamaha in 500cc GP racing, with the 
disastrous outcome that led to his 
Red Bull rivals taking over the team. 
























five bhp are needed to increase top 
speed by just 1 kph, this loks like 
Ducati’s best way to keep up with the 
Japanese - that, and restoring the desmo

Paul Ricard: 1909-1997 


The man whose name is synonymous with France’s most famous race circuit has 
died at age 88: Paul Ricard, one of the richest business figures in France, and one of 
the most flamboyant. Inventor of the aniseed-flavored Ricard pastis drink that for 
many foreigners is synonymous with a visit to a French cafe, Ricard was a model 
employer whose “people's capitalism” was regarded with suspicion by other busi- 


ness figures. 


But it worked: Ricard had an intensely loyal workforce whom he paid well, dis- 
tributing 40 percent of his company shares to them, and who enjoyed holidays 
together at chateaux and ski-chalets he’d purchased for this purpose - even once 
taking all 1500 of his workers for a Roman holiday to be blessed by the Pope! 

Born in Marseille in 1909, Ricard (at the age of 19) invented the recipe for his 
pastis drink, which he had to begin brewing illegally in the cellar of a local barber, 
due to its similarity to absinthe, which was banned! But in 1932 the ban was lifted, 
and in due course - especially after merging with its rival, Pernod, in 1975 - Ricard 
became the world’s third most popular alcoholic drink, by volume, after Bacardi 
rum and Smirnoff vodka, with annual sales of more than $3 billion. 

But in the late ‘60s Ricard gave up the reins of the company to his two sons, 
throwing himself into developing a variety of leisure interests in the Camargue 
region, including the race circuit bearing his name, which opened in 1971. From his 








nearby home on the pri- 
vate island of Bendor, 
just off the coast at Ban- 
dol, Ricard mastermind- 
ed his circuit’s growth 
into the venue of not 
only the French Formula 
One car GP but - more 
importantly, in terms of 
spectator attendance - 
the annual Bol d’Or 24- 
Hour bike race, as well 
as the French motorcycle 
GP, both of which are 
still held there today. 
He'll be missed: Let's 
raise a glass of pastis to 
him - Ricard, of course!

HOUSTON, TX, JAN. 17 
rom 1988 to 1996, Team Honda 
won every single AMA 250cc 
Supercross Championship. It was 
an impressive string of nine 
straight championships that is 
unprecedented and may never be repeat- 
ed, but all good things must come to an 
end - and that was certainly the case last 
year for Team Honda. Not only did 
Honda fail to win the title, they didn’t 
even win a single AMA Supercross - a 
disappointing year, indeed. 

However, on the flip side of things, all 
bad things must also end. Well, it certain- 
ly did for Honda at the Houston Super- 
cross. The team’s newest prodigy, Ezra 
Lusk, on his Mike Gosselaar-tuned facto- 
ry CR250, won his heat race, stole the 
holeshot in the main event and romped 
away to a stunning win in front of the 
50,832 fans who piled into the Houston 
Astrodome for round two of the Toy- 
ota/Thor Parts Unlimited AMA Super- 
cross Series 

Lusk was obviously motivated by his 
poor 16th-place finish at the opening 
round in LA. 

“I totally just bleeped out last week- 
end’s race and started over from 
scratch,” Lusk explained. “I just made 
this week like I was leaving Tokyo and 
Osaka (consecutive World Supercross 
rounds that he won in the off-season), 
and I just carried that confidence into 
tonight. I rode great. I think I rode a pret- 
ty much flawless main event; I didn’t 
make very many mistakes at all. My 
Dunlop/Honda just did one heck of a 
good job.” 

Lusk was asked if he was pleased to 
give Honda its first AMA supercross vic- 
tory with the aluminum-framed CR250, 
its first SX win on American soil in more 
than a year and a half. 

“First of all, it feels good to have 
Ezra's first win this year and on the 
Honda for sure,” Lusk said. “These guys 
have put a lot of effort into it and gave 
me a lot of respect. We've had a lot of 
fun up to this point and done a lot of 
testing. I’ll really be happy when Steve 
(Lamson) gets back so we can ride 
together and get him up on the podium 
with me.” 

Team Chaparral/Yamaha’s Jeremy 
McGrath took another step up the podi- 
um this week after his third-place show- 
ing in Los Angeles. McGrath also won 
his heat race with ease, but wasn’t as 
pleased with his start in the final. Never- 
theless, McGrath was happy about mov- 
ing into a tie for the points lead with 
Team Kawasaki's Jeff Emig. 

“Overall, it was a good performance, 
but I think it could be a little bit better,” 
McGrath said. “I just need to get out of 
the gate a little bit better. I feel good 
about how this season has started. I'm 
tied for the points lead and I can’t really 
ask for much more. I’ve been on the 
podium both weeks. After the end of last 
year, building my confidence is the 
important thing for me. As I get it more 
and more, then the wins are gonna 
come.” 

Emig took a route to the main event

that he hasn’t seen in quite a while: He 
had to ride a semi after crashing in his 
heat. 

“I fell while I was running second in 
my heat race when I slid out going over 
the start,” Emig explained. “I didn’t real- 
ly push it when I got up because I really 
wanted to ride more laps, because I 
thought I needed more time through the 
whoops. I needed time for us to make 
adjustments and see how it worked 
before the main event.” 

After qualifying out of his semi, the 
defending champion got a fairly good 
start in the main event and rode strong, 
eventually finishing third. 

“I feel really good about my finish 
today,” Emig said. “I finished up the 
main event really strong - a lot stronger 
than when I started the main and a lot | 
stronger than when I started the day. I | 
was having a lot of problems through the 
whoop section and, like I've said, I've got 
to step it up through the whoops. If I 
want to repeat as champion, I’m going to 
have to be a little quicker than what I've 
been. So I am really happy, because in 
the main I rode strong, and I really used 














my head, and I came out on 
the podium.” 

Team Factory Connection/Jack in the 
Box/Q'Neal's Mike LaRocco was on the 
charge throughout the main event, step- 
ping up quite a few positions himself 
after a ninth last week to finish fourth. 

“I'm gonna build from this, and hope- 
fully next week it will be a little better,” 
LaRocco said. “I wasn't real happy with 
how the season started last week; I felt 
decent but I made some big mistakes and 
went down and ended up ninth. This fin- 
ish isn't exactly what I wanted, but I feel 
much better about it than last week's.” 

Ryan Hughes rode his factory-backed 
KX250 to fifth while fighting injuries, 
which never seem to escape ”Ryno.” 

”T've been having some problems 
with my body since I crashed about a 
week before the first race and hurt my 
foot and my back,” Hughes explained. 
“It was hard for me to stay loose on the 
bike, and those guys had a good pace 
going. But fifth is pretty good since I 
didn't get to ride all week. I’m on the 
mend, but I'm happy with that. Next 
weekend should be another good race for 
me and I plan on being even stronger. 
I'm climbing up the ladder.” 

Chaparral / Yamaha/1-800-COL- 
LECT’s Jimmy Button climbed up to 
sixth, while Team Yamaha’s Kevin 
Windham fell back to seventh after run- 
ning fifth for half of the race. 

Last week’s winner, Sebastien Tortelli, 
just couldn’t move through the pack like 
he did at the Coliseum and was held to 
eighth after a mediocre start. Team Suzu- 
ki's Greg Albertyn finished ninth and 
Team Kawasaki Mexico/Tecate’s Phil 
Lawrence rounded out the top 10 overall. 


HEATS 





Henry looked to have the holeshot in 
the first heat, but he took the pack deep 
into the first corner and got pushed over 
the edge of the first berm. McGrath and 
Emig moved in to take advantage, fol- 
lowed by Button, Albertyn and Hughes. 














Emig crashed over the finish-line 
jump while chasing McGrath for the lead 
to start lap two, allowing a pursuing But- 
ton to take over second. Hughes went by 
Albertyn to take third at about the time 
Emig went down, and the qualifying 
positions were set. McGrath took the win 


with room to spare over his teammate. 


Button; Hughes was third, and Albertyn 
held on to the final transfer position in 
fourth after taking some heat from 
Lawrence late in the race. Emig and 
Team Suzuki’s Larry Ward came home 
sixth and seventh, respectively, and 
Suzuki of Japan’s Kyle Lewis finished 
eighth. Roseburg Suzuki/TMR/Throttle 
Jockey-sponsored Ryan Terlecki and Dirt 
Squirt/Race Tech/Motorex’s Anthony 
Amaradio rounded out the top 10. 

Team Honda of Troy’s Mike Brown 
got the same treatment that Henry 
received in the second heat when he, too, 
was pushed wide by the pack after look- 
ing to have the advantage going into the 
first corner. Windham took advantage of 
the situation this time to take the lead 
going into the whoops, with Team 
Kawasaki's Damon Huffman, Tom Mor- 
gan Racing/Lemonds Yamaha's Robbie 
Skaggs and Tortelli in tow. 

Lusk moved into second right behind 
Windham after a few corners, and 
visions of last week’s battle began to 
unfold as the two fought over first place 
for five laps. At that point, Lusk cleanly 
moved by over a triple jump. 

“I didn't shift very quickly out of the 
start, and Damon (Huffman) got ahead 
of me going into the first turn,” Lusk 
said. “Everybody went way wide, and I 
hugged the inside and hammered the 
whoops on the first lap and moved right 
up to Kevin (Windham). After that, I 
watched Kevin, and he was blazing the 
first couple of laps. I just hung in there, 
tried to stay smooth, picked up some bet- 
ter lines and picked up my times.” 

While Lusk and Windham had first 
and second wrapped up, positions were 
rapidly changing behind them. Huffman 
held third and Tortelli ran fourth until he 
fell on the second lap, dropping to the 
edge of the top 10. LaRocco moved in 
behind Huffman to take over the fourth 
and final transfer spot. Team Honda of 
Troy’s Michael Craig moved up to fifth 
by the checkered flag, followed by 
Tortelli, Noleen/Thor/K2's Tim Ferry, 
Skaggs and KTM’s Lance Smail in 10th.

Emig snared the holeshot in the first 
semi, just ahead of Kawasaki of Mexi- 
co/Tecate’s Jeff Hedden, Ward, Terlecki 
and Henry. Ward and Henry immediate- 
ly moved up to Emig’s rear fender and 
the three diced for position for four laps. 
First, Henry passed Ward in a rhythm 
section to take second and then got Emig 
for the lead in the same place a lap later. 

From there, Henry held on to first, 
Emig finished a close second and Ward 
took third. Lawrence moved up to get 
fourth, and Lewis took the final qualify-

ing position in fifth from Terlecki. Ama- 
radio followed in seventh, with Cycle 
Shed/KTM's James Povolny Jr. eighth, 
MSR/Kawasaki/Bieffe’s Jean-Sebastien 
Roy ninth, and The Edge Racing/ 
Answer-backed Doug Stone 10th. 

Ferry shot into lead in the second 
semi, with Pichon, Brown, Skaggs and 
Craig in hot pursuit. Pichon crashed and 
flew over the handlebars, taking Brown 
with him. That allowed Skaggs to take 
over third. Craig wasted little time get- 
ting into second, but he could never get 
close enough to challenge Ferry, who 
built quite a cushion for himself after the 
Pichon/Brown crash. 

Tortelli eventually worked his way 
into third place by the finish after a mid- 
pack start. Jeff Dement, on his 2 Extreme 
Performance Yamaha, was near the front 
for much of the race and finished fourth, 
while Brown climbed back up to earn the 
final transfer spot in fifth. Some of those 
going to the last-chance qualifier were 
Skaggs and Kames Sports/One/Sinisalo- 
sponsored Mike Katin Jr.

Katin had the lead going into the first 
turn of the LCQ, but Amaradio quickly 
displaced him to take over the point posi- 
tion through the first whoop section. 
Roy, Smail and Terlecki were also up 
front, looking for their shot at the main 
event. 

Roy had second place by the second 
lap and took over the lead for good on 
lap three. Meanwhile, Amaradio, Pichon 
and Smail began to scrap heavily over 








second place - the final ticket to the main 
event. After a heated battle, Pichon and 
Smail shook Amaradio to battle between 
themselves over second, with Pichon 
earning the last qualifying position. 


MAIN 


Lusk blazed to the front of the pack to 
take the holeshot in the 20-lap 250cc main 
event, followed closely by Hughes, Emig, 
McGrath, Windham, LaRocco and 
Henry. McGrath quickly passed Emig 
over a triple jump to move into third and 
began to work on Hughes as Lusk pulled 
away out front. 

Although he was near the front, Emig 
wasn’t too happy with his start. 

“In the heat race, I went wide in the 
first turn and then pulled an amateur 
maneuver in the main when I did the 
same thing (as in the heat) again,” Emig 
said. “I drifted wide in the first turn, and 
if I would’ve just gotten on the brakes 
and stayed tight, I would have gotten the 
1-900-PRO-RACE Holeshot Award. I 
know better than that, and I know that 
was the mistake that cost me the win 
tonight.” 

As Lusk’s lead continued to grow, 
McGrath worked diligently on Hughes 
before finally displacing him in a rhythm 
section on lap eight. By then, Lusk was 
long gone. 

“Man, it took me about eight laps to 
get by Ryno (Hughes). By the time I got 
by, Ezra was already too far ahead to 
think about catching him,” McGrath said, 
“so I was trying to have my way in sec- 
ond and hang in there.” 








Further back in the pack, Emig was 
trying desperately to bag Hughes so he 
could move into the final podium slot, 
while LaRocco worked hard at displac- 
ing Windham to take over fifth. LaRocco 
was the first to get the job done when he 
passed Windham near the midway point 
to grab fifth place. Hughes tried valiantly 
to keep Emig at bay, but Emig finally 
made his move in the rhythm section 
before the finish on lap 16 to comman- 
deer third. 

From that point, Hughes tried hard to 
hold off LaRocco, but the two-time 
National Motocross Champion proved to 
be too much for the injured Hughes, and 
he relinquished fourth place with just 
three laps to go. 

The top five remained the same to the 
finish, with Lusk taking the win with a 
four-second cushion over McGrath. Emig 
came across the line a satisfied third. 

“I'm really stoked with my ride 
tonight, and I’m just building - just stack- 
ing pennies,” Emig said after the race. 

LaRocco held on to fourth, but he 
knows that better starts are the key to his 
success this year. 

“I went really good into the corner, 
but turning right into those whoops - if 
you're not one of those first two - you're 
going to get bottled up,” LaRocco said. 
”That's pretty much what happened to 
me. I came out seventh or eighth or so, 
which was just far enough back to keep 
me off of the podium. My Factory Con- 
nection/Jack in the Box Honda felt great, 
and I felt great on it. I spent a little too 
much time behind Windham - I think 
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that if I could have gotten by him earlier, 
I could have got by Emig and maybe 
raced with McGrath.” 

Hughes held tough under some late- 
race pressure from a charging Button in 
sixth. place and accomplished his goal of 
attaining a top-five finish at Houston. 

“I was about a centimeter away from 


` getting that holeshot and a thousand dol- 
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lars,” Hughes said, ”so I had the lead for 
about a millisecond, but then Yogi (Lusk) 
got by me. I rode good; I was just trying: 
to stay consistent, but when my back 
started cramping up, I tried to use my 
legs to compensate for that - and then my 
legs started cramping. Then I started to 
use my arms to compensate for that, and 
my triceps are just gone, fatigued. When 
Ron (Wood, Hughes' tuner) showed six 
laps to go, I tried to go and kept digging, 
digging, but I just wasn't quick coming 
out of the corners, and Jeff (Emig) and 
LaRocco got by me.” 

Windham held on to seventh and 
Tortelli finished eighth, followed by 
Albertyn in ninth and Lawrence in 10th. 
Craig raced back up to 11th after an early 
crash, Huffman finished 12th, Ferry got 
13th and Henry took 14th after he 
crashed in the whoops on lap seven. 

Ward finished a disappointing 15th, 
never quite coming up to speed after an 
altercation with Brown. Ward was fol- 
lowed across the finish line by Pichon, 
Dement, Lewis, Roy and Brown, who 
rounded out the field. eN

Vuillemin 
bounces 
back —

HOUSTON, TX, JAN. 17 

or the second week in a row, a 
Fi rider dominated the pro- 

ceedings in the AMA 125cc Western 
Region Supercross class, but the big sur- 
prise was that the winner was someone 
other than Yamaha factory. yeteran John 
Dowd. Instead, Yamaha France/FMF 
Racing / Michelin/Oakley-backed David 
Vuillemin led every inch of the way in 
the 15-lap main event for the second U.S. 
victory of his career. Vuillemin ran off 
and hid with the Houston win, leading 
FMF/Honda’s David Pingree and an 
out-of-sync Dowd across the finish line 
by more than 20 seconds. 

“I am so very happy to win here, 
because last weekend I did not do so well 
and the title is very important to me,” 
said Vuillemin, who will compete in the 
entire 125cc West Region Series before 
returning to Europe for the 1998 125cc 
World Championships. “I was sick last 
week and I did not ride very well,” 
added Vuillemin of his seventh-place 
showing at the opener. “This week I 
worked very hard to get my strength 
back up and to be ready to ride my best 
here. I feel like I am ready for the rest of 
the series now.” 

The 21-year-old Vuillemin is no 
stranger to winning, as he has twice been 
dubbed the “Prince of Bercy” at the Paris 
SX, and last year he won the 125cc fea- 
ture at the Seattle, Washington, Super- 
cross. His win at Houston also showed 
that the current wave of French heroes is 
not limited to 250cc stars Sebastien 
Tortelli and Mickael Pichon. By winning 
in Houston, Vuillemin moved to within 
six points of series leader Dowd after two 
events and rests one point ahead of 
Honda of Troy’s Stephane Roncada, yet 
another Frenchman. Roncada struggled 
with crashes at the Houston round and 
could only muster fifth behind Yamaha- 
mounted Greg Schnell. 

Roncada kicked off the evening’s 
competition with a heat-race win over 
FMF/Honda rival David Pingree and 
Vuillemin. The second heat race was won 
by SplitFire/Pro Circuit / Kawasaki's 
Nathan Ramsey, over LA winner Dowd 
and FMF Honda’s Jason McCormick. 





Qualifying for the main out of the 
LCQ were Suzuki’s Ryan Huffman, 
Team Moto XXX’s Brian Deegan, Jerome 
Hemery and Suzuki/FMF's Tyler Evans. 

When the main event kicked off, the 
tall and lanky Vuillemin shocked every- 
one by blasting into the lead through the 
hairpin left-hander. Pingree, Huffman, 
Ramsey and Roncada all tucked in 
behind the blue Yamaha, while pre-race 


favorite Dowd settled into a not-so-great — 


10th-place start. 

Vuillemin immediately started to pull 
away, putting his tall frame to good use 
through the whoops. Each lap, it 
appeared that the Frenchman was get- 
ting faster through the 20-some whoops 
that gave riders in both classes fits all 
night long. Behind him, Ramsey and 
Dowd were both starting to move up, 
but Ramsey committed a serious blunder 
on the second lap and crashed back 
down to 13th when he came up short on 
a small double. He would eventually fin- 
ish 14th. 

Deegan was also out of the early run- 
ning after crashing on the first lap and 
snapping his front-brake lever off, and 
Suzuki-mounted Jiri Dostal suffered an 
early DNF of his own. 

While Vuillemin fled with the lead, 
fellow French riders Roncada and 
Hemery were having problems. Roncada 
had used the pre-race parade lap to sort 
out a slick jump that some 250cc riders 
had debuted in the heat race, but he 
junked the landing and lost five spots in 
the crash that followed. Hemery was 
never in contention for a top-10 ride and 
crashed out of the race on the eighth lap. 

As for Dowd, the Yamaha rider had 
moved up to fourth by the fifth lap and 
decided to try: the same unique prejump 
combo down toward the mechanics’ area 
that 250cc-class teammates Kevin Wind- 
ham and Doug Henry had put to such 
good use in their heat races, even though 
Roncada had no success with it. As it 


‘turned out, Dowd mistimed the kicker- 


over-double-down jump and plowed his 
bike into the last jump. He bounced his 
head off the crossbar pad and nearly ran 
a few mechanics down. 

“I actually tried that jump earlier, and 
we had talked about it back in the pits,” 
said Dowd after the near miss, which 
seemed to knock most of the momentum 
out of him. “I came down and banged 
my head off the crossbar and everything. 
I thought, “Man, I nearly blew it there.’ 
After that, I settled back down and just 
tried to move up as far as I could.” 

Third would be the final position for 
Dowd. After moving into that spot after 
eight laps, Dowd topped out. Vuillemin 
was long gone and Pingree was riding 
strong in second. Following Dowd 
throughout the race from his own bad 
start was Motoworld Yamaha/Pro 
Grip/Pro Circuit’s Schnell, who spent 
much of last year on the sidelines with 
injuries. Roncada made it back up to fifth. 

Rounding out the top 10 were Team 
Stiffie's Michael Brandes, poor-starting 
Jeff Matiasevich of the SplitFire/Pro Cir- 
cuit/Kawasaki team, Huffman (who 
appeared to have fourth locked up until 
a crash), FMF/Honda’s Danny Smith, 
and Team Moto XXX/Arnette/Hammer- 
head's Mike Metzger: 

“This is really like a dream come true 
for me, because this is what all the hard 
work has been for in trying to come 
back,” said Pingree, who has been on a 
long comeback since severely breaking 
his leg back in 1996. “I’ve been working 
really hard, this new team is working 
overtime on putting a good program 
together, and I feel like I can take that last 
step up here (to first). It’s just a matter of 
putting it all together.”

bad race. He won it.” Lewis is only competing in the United 
States for a limited time again and found the Houston track to be 
an eye-opener.

“Today, 
I'm running ‘a bunch of special parts. They gave me suspension 
and motor: stuff, and it's really good.

Lewis finished: 18th in the 250cc main after being a victim of the 


first corner. 


Members of the Houston branch of Snap-On tools were in 
attendance again this year, awarding tools to the podium finishers’ 
mechanics in the 250cc class.

McGrath's. mechanic, Randy Lawrence, got an assortment of pli- 
ers. 


The factory-supported 125cc machines used by the Primal 
Impulse/Bill's Pipes/Suzuki, Honda of Troy, and FMF/Honda 
teams are all using-works-like Showa suspension kits, with the 
forks rumored to be 47mm - and very costly: As points of refer- 
ence, the Suzuki RM125 comes stock with Showa 49mm conven- 
tional forks: and the Honda CR125 comes standard with Kayaba 
suspension components. “This is a production-based kit, available 
to the general. public,” said Honda of Troy. team manager Erik 
Kehoe. “They've been homologated through the-rules of the 
AMA, ‘so this is suspension that anybody can buy. I do not know 
how much they cost. though." Kawasaki's factory-supported 
125cc effort - Team Pro Circuit/SplitFire/Kawasaki - will be 
switching over to Kayaba's almost-works suspension kit, but Pro 
Circuit will continue to use its. own modified Kayaba suspensions 
until the-new units arrive in a few weeks. “We'll be getting those 
Kayaba suspension kits for the team anytime now,” Pro Circuit's 
Dave Feeney said. “They'll also be available to the public; and I'm 
sure they're costly.” 


Sharp eyes in the Houston pits may have noticed that Ryan 
Huffman's Primal Impulse/Bill's Pipes/Suzuki RM125 is fitted 
with a 38mm.Keihin Powerjet carburetor, complete with the facto- 
ry ignition that regulates the solenoid-controlled power jet. Robbie 
Reynard, who will contest the Eastern Region, also uses the 
setup. 


Since Team Kawasaki's Ryan Hughes is still recovering from 
ankle and back injuries sustained in a crash during practice before 
the Los Angeles round of the SX series, mechanic Ron Wood 
was watching his. rider very closely in practice. "| can tell the 
injuries are hurting him, especially landing from the triples,” Wood 
said. “I'm going to have to set the bike up a little differently to 
help him make it 20: laps.” Hughes finished a solid fifth in the 
250cc main after running second and third for much of the race - 
much better than his 14th-place finish in the series opener a week 
ago. 


Team Stiffie/Westwood/Tom Morgan Racing-backed Shaun 
Perolio got a real surprise when his right footpeg and mount 
tore away from his RM125 while landing from a triple jump during 
practice, injuring his right knee in the mishap. “! landed from this 
triple and my foot just slammed the ground,” Perolio said. "I 
didn't know what had happened, so | went to seat-bounce off the 
next obstacle, my foot-flew into space and | almost crashed 
again.” The frame was repaired and Perolio raced, although he did 
not qualify for the 125cc main event. 


Team Kawasaki of Mexico's Pedro Gonzalez, a Houston 
favorite, is out with a broken collarbone he sustained last week 
during a practice session. "Pedro broke his collarbone.and will be 
out for four to six weeks,” said team owner Javier Martinez. “Pri- 
vateer Jeff Hedden will ride Pedro's bike for now. It's only tempo- 
rary, but we'll see how things go.” 


Kevin Windham's Team Yamaha YZ250 uses a '98-based 
cylinder instead of the '94-based cylinder seen on most of the fac- 
tory Yamahas last season and the one Jeremy McGrath is using 
on his factory Chaparral/Yamaha this year. "Those cylinders actu- 
ally put out about the same amount of overall power. It's all in the 
way it's delivered," said Team Yamaha's Bob Oliver. "McGrath 
likes the old one, whilé Kevin (Windham) and J.D. (John Dowd) 
like the new style."

Since 1974, Trail Riders of Houston Inc. members have 
“worked” the Houston Supercross, lending a helping hand with 
track-flagging, parking and officiating, among other things. “Our 
club members. almost fight to get a chance to work this event,” 
said club member Gary Miller. Founded in 1969, the club has 376 
members. 


Suzuki's stable of factory RM250s are also decked out with 
some, exotic fork units for the '98 campaign. “They are 49mm 
twin-chamber upside-down forks with the very latest technology,” 
said team manager Roger DeCoster. "| also believe the inter- - 
nals are very similar to what Honda is running.” Like’ most of the 
works forks in use, they are rumored to be coated with titanium ` 
nitride. > 


The old Suzuki “rising sun” logo is again adorning the graphics 
scheme on the team’s factory race bikes. “That was my idea, and ` 
was produced with the help of Rob Healy at N-Style," Roger 
DeCoster explained. "The logo pays homage to Suzuki's great ` 
racing history. Suzuki was the first manufacturer to win a World | 
Motocross Championship, and during that period, Joel Robert and 

I were running it on our jerseys, pants and bikes. | have quite a 
few young guys asking, ‘What is that logo?’ But. they seem to like 
it, and the older guys that were motocross fans back ih the 1970s 
remember it well and really enjoy seeing it again." 


The absence of the world's most notorious "X" athlete at the 
Houston SX had industry wags asking, "Is the Shaun Palmer . 
supercross era over already?" No, it's only on hold, according to 
his crew. One week after qualifying for the LA SX - "The greatest - 
night of my life,” according to the rider himself - Palmer passed on 
the Houston race so that he could compete in the Winter X 
Games on ESPN 2. Palmer responded there by winning his sec- 
ond and third career gold medals in snowboard motocross and 
downhill mountain biking. Palmer says his next motorized goal is 
to qualify for the season-ending Steel City 125cc National 
Motocross in September. 


Team Kawasaki has been testing prototype Renthal handle- 
bars in Los Angeles and Houston, which, for now, are being called 
the Twin-Wall Bar. The bars feature an aluminum sleeve over most 
of the regular 7/8-inch bar. The sleeve is actually installed before 
the handlebars are bent into shape, and the end result is an 
increase in overall strength and, most importantly, Renthal claims 
there is less chance for breakage at the clamps, which are now 1 
1/8 inch. in diameter (like Answer's Pro-Tapers). Doug Emig, Ryan 
Hughes and Sebastien Tortelli have been testing them and are very 
impressed with the strength, although Emig- did bend the crossbar 
slightly when he crashed in the whoops in practice at Houston. 
“They should be available in March,” -said Renthal's Shawn Nor- 
folk. “People are really interested in these bars right now.” 





Seen on Team Kawasaki’s works KX250s were new Keihin 
carburetors that utilize å power jet and also look to have å throt- 
tle-position sensor located at the top of the slide. Kawasaki is 
tight-lipped about the sensor, but insiders believe that the sensor 
is tied into the ignition, which optimizes timing, according to throt- 
tle position and rpm. 


The Pro Circuit/SplitFire/Kawasaki team bikes of Casey 
Johnson and Jeff Matiasevich bristle with parts intended to make 
the bikes as light as possible. “There are over 300 bolts on this 
bike,” said Ramsey's mechanic, John Mitchell, “and | can only 
think of three bolts that aren't titanium: two fluid-check bolts and 
the front-brake lever-pivot bolt. That's it.”

hese are the most serious street 

i bikes ever made. Period. 

Nothing in the history of mass- 
produced motorcycles equals what has 
been achieved this year with the intro- 
duction of these three dynamic players 
in the high-stakes game of open-class 
supersport supremacy. It's the most 
amazing combination of big power and 
compact dimensions yet, and shows that 
size matters more than ever. 

Yes, for the speed freak who wants 
everything - mind-boggling peak 
power, eyeball-flattening midrange 
torque and near-race-bike agility, there 
has been no better time to be alive. 

Up until this year, the most exhilarat- 
ing combination of big power in a small, 
light package has been Honda’s 
CBR900RR, a machine that virtually 
invented the class. And for the half- 
decade or so of the RR’s life, it was the 
top of a heap of precisely one bike: itself. 
As such, it was the best by virtue of 
being the only, the improvements 
wrought upon it each year indeed mak- 
ing it better, but only in relation to itself. 

Honda’s CBR900RR is alone no more. 
Neither is it necessarily on the top, for 
what was once a class of one has sud- 
denly become a class of three, with two 
all-new entries: Kawasaki's ZX-9R and 
Yamaha's YZF-R1. 

Kawasaki has had its ZX-9R for 
years, but in comparison with the Dou- 
ble-R, it was decidedly porky despite 
always having boasted incredible engine 
performance. A fine motorcycle for the 
road, it wasn’t a bike one often saw on 
the track, and on back roads everywhere 
it was at a decided disadvantage. This 
has changed. The 1998 ZX-9R is all new. 
The alterations were many (and covered 
in our First Ride, Issu® #44, November 
5, 1997), but let the principle numbers 
do the talking: 432 pounds; 130.5 rear- 
wheel horsepower; 55.7-inch wheelbase. 
Look out, Honda. 

By those same numbers, Yamaha’s 
YZF-R1 open-class supersport entry 
looks all the more threatening: 417 
pounds; 135 rear-wheel horsepower; 
54.9-inch wheelbase. As our man in 
Europe, Alan Cathcart, pointed out in 
his first ride of the R1 (Issue 46, Novem- 
ber 19), this is a street-going motorcycle 
that produces only 12 fewer crankshaft 
horsepower and weighs just 33 pounds 
(dry) more than Scott Russell’s YZF750 
World Superbike. And it probably has a 
better chassis. Throw in the R1’s 
ground-breaking styling, and you've got 
a full-blown weapon of market-share 
destruction - our adrenal glands were 
tapping their fingers impatiently from 
the anticipation. Look out, Honda, 
indeed. 

Presented with these numbers, these 
thotorcycles, there’s only one thing any 
self-respecting motojournalist can do... 


THE TRACK 


We were by far the most anxious to 
conduct this portion of testing. For our 
day at the track we headed to Button- 
willow Raceway Park's 1.54-mile West 
Loop. It turned out to be a stern test for 
both rider and machine, quite a lot more 
related to everyday street riding than 
your normal race-track test day. Button- 
willow, located about 25 miles west of 
Bakersfield, features a fun layout with a 
variety of different types of corners, 
from slow, flat turns taken in second 
gear to a banked sweeper taken in 
fourth gear nearly flat out, with a 12- 
foot elevation change in one left-hander 
that really taxed the bikes’ stability - and

your nerve. Even more taxing than near- 
ly completely unweighting the bikes at 
speed were the numerous bumps and 
pavement changes, seeming to come at 
the most inopportune places on the 
track. If the chassis of any of these bikes 
had any shortcomings when ridden flat 
out, this place would bring them to 
light. Testers ranged from race-track 
first-timer and resident dirt head 
Cameron Coatney to veteran journalist 
and top local expert road racer Lance 
Holst (750cc Supersport lap record hold- 
er at Willow Springs), our hired gun 
lending his much-appreciated experi- 
ence, skill and speed. 

The morning session was delayed 
due to fog, and the residual moisture in 
the air when it finally cleared up 
enough to ride coated the track's many 
sealer patches, making for unpredictable 
traction early in the day. Track time was 
divided between stock tires and Dunlop 
D207GP race-compound supersport 
tires - except for the trademark 16-inch 
front on the Honda (no D207 is made in 
the size), on which we spooned a soft- 
compound D204 Sportmax II. 

On stock tires, the R1 had a decided 
grip advantage, coming stock with spe- 
cially made D207s (altered cord angle in 
the front tire to minimize head shake). 
Both the CBR900RR and ZX-9R come 
with Bridgestone BT56s that, while pre- 
dictable, provide less outright grip. 

The R1 was instantly in its element. 
Low, dropped bars and high footpegs 
put you just where you need to be for 
maximum control - right over the front 
wheel. Feedback from the front wheel 
was excellent, and the power - oh, the 
power! Take a gander at the R1's torque 
figure just under 5000 rpm. You'll notice 
that it's only about 1 ft.-Ib. less than the 
Kawasaki's peak torque figure, a reading 
that comes at around 9200 rpm. Thank 
you EXUP, and the R1's displacement 
advantage... 

The result of this sledgehammer of 
midrange torque is unbelievable jump 
off the corners, even if you're running a 
gear high. A word of caution is in order: 
You will wheelie in the bottom three 
gears - it's just part of the R1's unbeliev- 
able show. This is where the specially 
constructed front tire and 92mm trail 
come into play. Though there was some 
fairly violent head shake when setting 
back down after the long and frequent. 
power wheelies (steering damper a defi- 
nite must for serious track work), the 
wheel self-centers quickly, letting the 
bike regain its composure for the next 
corner, which comes up much more 
quickly than you expected. 

The flip side of this unreal rate of 
acceleration on corner exit is the “big- 
eye” effect when you reach the next 
turn with what feels like about 10 mph 
more speed than on the other bikes - 
which in turn forces you to clamp that 
much harder on the front brake lever. 
Your fingers are greeted with a lever 
that is somewhat less firm than the 
class-leading Kawasaki's six-piston 
Tokicos deliver, though the R1's four- 
piston Nissins are nearly on par in out- 
right power. The Yamaha was easily the 
most stable going over the 12-foot crest 
of the left-hander in the back of the 
course. 

Fast-man Holst found excessive 
wheelspin and sliding to be a problem 
for the R1 on this low-traction surface, 
even on the race-compound tires, 
though slides were very easy to control. 
More time to play with rear ride height 
might have alleviated this somewhat. 

Overall, the R1 had the most integrat- 
ed feel-at race speeds, the suspension 
and chassis working in harmony with 


braking and engine. It’s a tight, compact 
package - the smallest-feeling of the 
bunch - that maintained its composure 
no matter how hard we pushed. 

We don’t mean to gush, but this 
thing flat hauls ass, does it predictably - 
even on what was an unpredictable sur- 
face - and the lap times back it up: 
1:11.82 - the fastest in the test by a full 
second. 

One of the biggest surprises of this 
test was the behavior of the Honda. A 
bumpy track like this would have had 
the previous iterations of the RR coming 
“completely unglued,” as one tester put 
it. 

What we have in the 1998 CBR900RR 
is a chassis that was a close second to 
the R1 in terms of handling and stabili- 
ty, and clearly ahead of the Kawasaki, 
which had trouble on this track (we'll 
get to that ina moment). The light steer- 


rounding these three motorcycles is 

warranted. For months, Honda, 
Kawasaki and Yamaha had been touting 
how much faster, lighter and stronger 
their respective 1998 big-bore sportbikes 
would be, and how they would represent 
a “new generation” of open-class sport 
motorcycles. Well, believe it. Yet as well 
as all three machines acquit themselves, I 
say that none of them is truly definitive of 
the category. In other words, the perfect 
motorcycle has yet to be attained, so what 
do you want? Want a rompin’, stompin’ 
motor that shrieks with authority on top, 
a taut chassis with the most excellent 
brakes in the class? That bike is painted 
green, and it’s called the Kawasaki ZX-9R. 
Of course, those traits will come at the 
slight expense of a suspension action that 
makes the bike feel a bit on the nervous 
side at race speeds, ergonomics that - for 
me at least - were slightly cramped in the 
seat-pegs relationship, and a higher steer- 
ing effort than the competition. Just the 
same, the Kawi is the big-block muscle- 
bike of this trio, and that will be enough 
for a lot of folks. 

Less brutish, but more harmonious in 
its execution, however, is the Honda 
CBR900RR. Honda engineers went 
through the double-R with a fine-toothed 
comb, and when they were finished they 
produced a street machine that is so bal- 
anced and seamless in its power delivery, 
handling, braking and comfort that it 
practically allows the rider to communi- 
cate with the road. Perhaps the most 
noticeable aid in that communication 
comes via the CBR’s increased stability, 
thanks to a 5mm trail increase over previ- 
ous editions. Sure, it still doesn’t make the 
most peak horsepower, isn’t quite the 
quickest handling, and doesn’t have the 
best binders. But hop aboard the lithe 
Honda and you will forget about any of 
its shortcomings, as you are wrapped up 
in the beauty of its symmetry. And yes, 
that’s with the 16-inch front hoop, thank 
you, and on stock tread. But for racing? 
Well, there are other choices. 

Yamaha certainly took the racing 
approach with the YZF-R1, and it paid off 
in spades, as the R1 looks and feels like a 
darn GP bike, and a 250 at that. Light 
weight; a minimalist windscreen; a seri- 
ous, race-bent seating position; and razor- 
sharp turning capability in a rock-solid 
framework that just happens to cradle one 
mutha of a fast motor are definite clues to 
what Yamaha had in mind. Want to accel- 
erate to warp speed? Crack the throttle. 
Stop on a dime? Here’s your change. 
Wanna make the corner that just rushed 
‘up on you way, way before you were pre- 
‘pared to deal with it? Nod. That about 
sums up the R1. It’s all business, and busi- 
ness is good. 1 
_ The Kawasaki and the Honda are 
street bikes that can be raced well. The 
Yamaha is a race bike that works well on 
the street. So set your own definitions.

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ing of the Honda made it easiest to flick 
through the esses, and midcorner line 
changes were easy, as was reeling it 
back in if you started to drift a bit wide 
on the exit. Damping rates were spot on 
with the stock Bridgestones, though 
with the fitting of the stiffer-construc- 
tion Dunlops the action became slightly 
harsh. Rear-wheel traction improved 
greatly, however. 

The ergonomics were more rider- 
friendly than the R1’s but still worked 
very well on the track - without giving 
up very much comfort on the street por- 
tion of our testing; it’s.the best compro- 
mise in the group. 

What let the bike down in this setting 
was the Honda’s 919cc powerplant, left 
feeling so tame when compared with 
the two 130-hp-plus motors in its com- 
pany. Carburetion is perfect, power 
delivery nearly seamless and totally 
unintimidating, but the mundane(!) 
112.8-hp peak left the CBR’s rider wanti- 
ng more when he was dicing it out on 
the track. 

The CBR900RR is a beautifully bal- 
anced package that happens to be about 
20-hp off the power pace. Despite this 
fact, the fine chassis allowed the CBR to 


his class is all about instant gratification - to get what you want, when you want it, like, 

now. The R1 is instantly gratifying. From the first time I saw its lovely looks to the first 

time I tweaked the throttle and felt the devastating midrange punch that turned into an 
even more devastating top-end whack, this was it. Don’t get the impression that it’s all motor, 
though, because in the world of street bikes, there is little that rivals the unbelievable accuracy 
and response of the R1's Deltabox II chassis. It's everything I've ever wanted in a sportbike. 

The Green Meanie is nearly there for me, but it was about one-Mississippi off - make that 
one-Missi... - in low-to-midrange throttle response, though it certainly redeemed itself once it 
spooled up. But I was frankly left a little puzzled when I finally got up to speed on Buttonwil- 
low’s bumpy track, because the ZX-9R never did. No matter how I fiddled and-tweaked the 
suspension, I could never get the bike to settle down when I pushed my limits. At the more 
sedate pace of daily life, I enjoyed the Kawi - rain or shine - appreciating the big fairing and 
comfortable riding position somewhat reminiscent of its comfy, fat daddy, the 70-pound-heav- 
ier "97 model. At a sporting pace on my Sunday ride I truly enjoyed the bike, but had just one 
thing on my mind - R1. When I pulled up for breakfast at the local sportbike hangout, not one 
of the bike-mad lunatics scattered about the parking lot took a second look - too much like the 
ZX6R and the old 9, I guess. 

As for the Honda, I can’t tell you how much better this bike is than the one it replaces. The 
difference was amazing. It still has the incredibly light, quick steering of the old bike, but with 
a stability and feel that was never there before. This chassis has arrived, and there's a cohesion 
to this bike that the other two lack that makes it pure pleasure to ride on a day-to-day basis - 
very civil. In this class, however, civility has suddenly become highly overrated, and that

motor flat put me to sleep. Maybe a CBR1100RR would do the trick. 
So here’s my wallet, Yamaha; take my money and give me my bike - now!

nearly equal the much more powerful 
Kawasaki's lap times, the Honda cir- 
cling the track in 1:12.92 vs. the Kawasa- 
ki's 1:12.88. 

This parity was brought about 
because what the ZX-9R lost in corner 
speed, it made up for in its top-end hit 
and corner-to-corner acceleration - the 
strongest top-end power in the test. 
Though this isn’t reflected in the dyno 
figures, the dyno doesn’t take into 
account ram-air effect (worth 5-8 hp 
depending on speed), the Kawasaki the 
only bike so equipped. The hot-rod 
power characteristics of the ZX-9R 
aren’t surprising when you consider its 
short stroke of 50.9mm. This baby was 
born to rev, carrying its power all the 
way out to 12,200 rpm, 500 rpm after 
both the R1 and CBR's longer-stroke 
motors (both 58mm) have signed off. 
This, coupled with the proper gearing, 
also carried the ZX-9R to the highest top 
speed: 172.2 mph on the Cycle News 
radar gun - an amazing velocity for an 
899cc machine. The Yamaha's smaller, 
less protective fairing left more of the 
rider out in the breeze when he tucked 
in for his run at the gun, and the R1 
topped out at 168.2 mph, spinning right

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at its 11,750-rpm redline. As a testament 
of just how much more power it takes to 
go just a little faster at the top end of the 
scale, the Honda managed to squeeze 
off a run of 163.6 mph, despite giving so 
much away in the horsepower depart- 
ment. All three bikes were perfectly sta- 
ble at these speeds - amazing. 

What really let the ZX-9R down was 
the suspension. Too much high-speed 
compression damping, in the shock 
especially, really unsettled the bike on 
Buttonwillow’s bumpy surface. Front 
and rear suspension is poorly balanced 
in these conditions, and the rear end 
deflected so harshly that it caused the 
rider to feed unintentional input into the 
steering, further destabilizing the bike. 
Toss in soft low-rpm throttle response 
(ram-air: good on top, not on bottom) 
and a bit of driveline lash, and the 
Kawasaki was the bike that took the 
most attention to ride near the limit. Fit- 
ting the D207s upped the speeds but did 
nothing to quell the loose behavior. 
Revalving is a relatively easy fix (easier 
to “fix” than a 20-hp deficit), and the first 
thing we'd do to the Niner. With proper 
damping rates the ZX-9R would have 
given the R1 more of a run for its money. 





Honda unveiled the original 

CBR900RR back in ‘92 the 

cling world held its breath. In con- 
cept, it redefined what we thought was 
possible in open-class ikes. The Dou- 
ble-R’s engineering technology was so 
advanced that it’s taken until now for the 
other manufacturers to catch up. But out 
on the street, the orignal RR was twitchy, 
lacked front-end feedback and felt 
ergonomically awkward. Now in its fourth 
generation, Honda’s honestly gotten it 
right. 
Problem is, the Guys in Green and the 
Crossed Tuning Forks folks have not only 
caught up but drafted clean past the Big H, 
leaving the CBR9 with its politically correct 
horsepower level choking in the dust. 

As I expected from the spec charts and 
Team Green's reputation, the shorter- 
stroke Kawasaki is the screamer of the 
bunch - and what a throaty, ram-air 
induced scream it is. The Kawasaki sacri- 
fices a bit in low-rpm response and man- 
ners for its peak power, but one hit of the 
afterburner thrust of the ZX-9R’s engine 
(ironically the smallest displacement of the 
group) makes you forget about its slightly 
unruly demeanor. Fortunately the 9R's 
strong, solid-feeling brakes are up to the 
task of dissipating all that sudden speed. 
But Buttonwillow's challenging midcorner 
bumps proved to be the Kawasaki's undo- 
ing: Excessive high-speed compression 
damping (particularly in the shock) caused 
harshness that fed the bumps through the 
chassis, robbing stability and rider confi- 
dence, Of the three, the Kawasaki felt the 
largest and the least controlled, but it’s 
probably just a simple suspension revalv- 
ing away from being right there. > 

Actually, the other two bikes would 
have felt a whole lot more impressive if the 
Yamaha hadn't been so damn good. The 
YZF-R1’s chassis and suspension is clearly 
the new class of the open class. Flick it in 
hard: The Yamaha responds instantly and 
exactly. Run it over nasty midcorner 
bumps at max lean: It laughs them off and 
stays hooked up and stable. Overcook a 
corner entrance? The RI's brilliant front- 
end feel and spot-on riding position 
inspire the confidence to let you crank it 
over those last few degrees and tighten 
your line - just like a well-tuned race bike. 
Give it some serious stick out of Buttonwil- 
low’s second-gear right-hander and the 
YZF's chassis design and linear, seemingly 
limitless power delivery allow the rear tire 
to step out so controllably that you feel like 
Wayne Rainey. Of course, at the other end 
of the straightaway, as you set up for the 
fast, bumpy right-hander that begins the 
esses, the front tire comes back down on 
the pavement with a breathtaking head- 
shake. (Funny, I didn’t know I was 
wheelying those last 250 yards.) And that's 
about the only serious ing I could 
find: This thing cries out for a steering 

. Other than that, Yamaha’s stun- 
ningly styled YZF-R1 is, as my friends like 
to say, perfect enough. 


As it was, the Kawasaki was the 
heaviest-steering bike in the bunch, with 
the biggest feel of the three bikes, 
though still very good for an open-class 
bike. Credit this to its high (for this 
group) handlebars, and long (ditto), 
55.7-inch wheelbase. 


THE ROAD 


A testament to the level of engineer- 
ing in these bikes is how seamlessly 
they make the transition from full-bore, 
knee-dragging hot laps at the track or 
up your favorite piece of twisty tarmac 
to poking along the freeway in rush- 
hour traffic, or squirting off to the store 
for a backpack full of groceries. 

Coddling you in the most comfort 
and ease of operation - not to mention 
sporting a “trunk” under the passenger 
seat - was the Honda. It is the most 
refined bike in the group, with silky 
controls, slick shifting and plush sus- 
pension mated to seamless power deliv- 
ery. Cruising range is also decent, let- 
ting you run about 150 miles before you 
hit reserve. Typical Honda execution. 

The things that held the Kawasaki 
back on the track also made themselves 
felt on the street. Despite having spun 





of France, I was full of praise for the Big K’s latest offering. On the smooth and wide- 
open Circuit Paul Ricard, the bike was nearly flawless. Ditto for the street ride on the sur- 
rounding mountain roads. So, naturally, I went into our track day at Buttonwillow expecting 
similar things from the ZX-9R. 

Then we found out that the ZX-9R isn’t particularly fond of bumps. Despite changes to the 
suspension and the fitment of race-compound tires, the bike never really got along with the 
rough-and-tumble Buttonwillow layout. It left me somewhat dumbfounded, and I couldn't 
overcome those shortcomings when deciding upon a winner. Thus, I was forced to place the 
Kawasaki lower than predicted, even though I still believe the bike would fare much better on 
a smoother surface. After all, your average road is like a billiard table in comparison to some 
sections of Buttonwillow. 

That left me with the Honda and the Yamaha. And it was really no contest. I knew that as 
soon as I threw a leg over the new R1. Without trying to overhype a motorcycle that's already 
received its fair share of pre-ride praise, I have to say it’s about as close as you can get to a per- 
fect sportbike. But we all know that the perfect sportbike on the race track may not be the per- 
fect bike for commuting back and forth to work, and the Yamaha falls into that category. Both 
the Kawasaki and the Honda are the more comfortable motorcycles to ride in a straight line, 
and I'd opt for either one for a spin up the freeway. But if your path to work has more than 
just a few corners... 

‘Our time on the race track completely sold me on the R1. It did everything on the race track 
better than the other two. More than anything, it was predictable. It changed directions with- 
out effort, was extremely stable and gave the sort of feedback that’s not expected from an 
open-class sportbike. It’s that feedback that really sets the bike apart from the other two - feed- 
back that comes directly through the handlebars and the seat of your pants, making the R1 
more TZ250 than big-bore sportbike. 5 : 

The R1 also looks the part. Unfortunately, Kawasaki didn’t change the external appearance 
of the ZX-9R enough to match the changes they'd made under the fairing. And the same goes 
for the Honda. Cosmetically, théy're very similar to past models. But pull up at the stoplight 
on your R1 and you can expect people to point and ask questions. Introverts should look else- 
where. 

So with Super Bowl hype upon us and the big game right around the corner, let’s look at

the rear-compression-damping screw all 
the way out in search of a more plush 
feel from the rear-shock, the ZX-9R 
never lost its harshness on sharp bumps. 
The fundamental chassis design is obvi- 
ously good, because on smooth surfaces, 
the Kawasaki was beautifully stable in 
fast and slow corners alike, with full 
lean just a quick flick away - just watch 
out for midcorner bumps. Pulling the 
trigger on the throaty-sounding ram-air 
in-line four is a visceral, highly satisfy- 
ing affair, and this bike, too, will clock 
150 miles before reserve. It also has the 
most street-oriented riding position, 
making the Kwacker the least taxing 
during long stints in the saddle. The 
large fairing and smooth engine are just 
two more reasons that it would make

the best candidate for soft bags and 
sport touring duty. 

Like most things about the R1, the 
street-riding experience is distinct. It has 
the most aggressive riding position, the 
tautest, most controlled suspension and 
a look that pushes all the right buttons. 
Unfortunately for those whose buttons 
get pushed to the point they must buy 
this bike, it's probably also the ultimate 
bike for garnering moving violations, 
the seductively strong midrange making 
the hundreds column on the digital 


: speedometer pop up with frightening 


speed and regularity (not to mention the 
front wheel). 

And if God is in the details, a little 
piece of Him lives in the gauge cluster 
of the R1.

Readings from the White Brothers Dynojet Model 150 dynamometer confirmed our track 
impressions with regard to power output. Yamaha's R1 puts its displacement advantage to 
good use, pumping out incredible amounts of torque - nearly 70 ft.-Ib. at just under 5000 rpm 
- and backs it up with an impressive 135.4-hp peak. The short-stroke 899cc Kawasaki held on 
to its power the longest, and nearly equalled the R1's impressive peak - and that's without 
taking into account the ZX-9R's ram air, good for as much as 8 hp at high speeds. The graph 
also shows why the CBR900RR was getting gobbled up on the straightaways - it gives up 15- 
20 hp to the other bikes. Output is, however, very linear from the smooth 919cc four. 





zero when the low-fuel light ignites - a 
very nice touch. Too bad that the light 
comes on with only 115 miles or so on 
the clock. With this bike, however, we 
gladly trade the extra range for the nar- 
row, light feel that the diminutive tank 
imparts. 

The suspension's damping rates 
don't quite have the cush factor of the 
Double-R, and shifting action in the bot- 
tom gears is the roughest of the three, 
though still acceptable; none of these

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bikes missed a shift - ever. The bottom 
line is that the serious capabilities of 
this bike dictates the need for the taut 
suspension and aggressive riding posi- 
tion - and we wouldn't have it any 
other way. 


THE VERDICT 


As journalists it's our job to try to 
find things wrong with these bikes. In 
that search we often end up nit-picking 
the details, because that is most often 
what it comes down to. In this case, 
however, the trade-offs are clear, and 
third place in this shootout depends 
upon what you value in a motorcycle. 
Once the king of power-to-weight ratio, 
the CBR900RR now feels like it's got a 
power-to-wait ratio - just flat lazy-feel- 
ing compared to the others. The chassis, 
however, was tops for everyday street 
riding and only a tick behind the Yama- 
ha at the track. After we tallied our 
numerical evaluation sheets, the staff 
was evenly split between the Kawasaki 
and Honda for second place. With a 
revalve job on the Kawasaki's suspen- 
sion being a lot easier and cheaper than 
adding the 20-odd horsepower the CBR 
needs to run with the big dogs, the 
Kawasaki has to get the nod. 

As for the R1, it was the incredible 
immediacy of everything - throttle 
response, turn-in, acceleration - that 
made the other bikes pale in this com- 
parison. The YZF-R1 has a naked bru- 
tality that no other production street 
bike we've ever ridden has, while still 
maintaining the civility needed for 
what it is - a street bike. Truly a 
ground-breaking and distinct motorcy- 
cle one tester called “the 916 of Japanese 
motorcycles,” a machine that has com- 
pletely redefined what is possible in an 
open-class machine. The Yamaha YZF- 
R1 is the new benchmark bike and wins 
because of its ability to pack the biggest 
fun in the smallest package. Size truly 
matters. eN 
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his one is easy. 

' — It's been a long time since the 
editors here at Cycle News and 
our fleet of “rented” test riders 
haven’t argued, sometimes 

vehemently, about choosing the overall 
winner of a 250cc shootout, but this year, 
things were different. There were hardly 
such arguments after many hours of test- 
ing (on a variety of tracks, we might add), 
thrashing, trail riding and racing each 
and every machine. 

That's because all - well, almost all - of 
our nine testers (two pros, two intermedi- 
ates, one vet intermediate, and four 
novices) agreed that the Kawasaki KX250 
is, hands down, the best machine out of 
the crop of 1998 250cc MXers, which, in 
this comparison, includes the Honda 
CR250R, the Yamaha YZ250, the Suzuki 
RM250, the KTM 250SX, the Italian-bred 
TM 250MC, and, of course, the Kawasaki. 
Last year, some liked the new aluminum- 
framed CR250, others the KX, and a few 
even had arguments for the Yamaha 
YZ250, but when all the votes were tal- 
lied, the Honda won out - barely - the 
clincher being the CR’s superior motor. 
Sometimes sheer horsepower is just too 
hard to overlook. 

But the KX was a close second last 
year and had it not been for being just a 
tad (and we mean a tad) down on overall 
power to the CR, the KX most likely 
would have won our comparison out- 
right.

MOTORS 


For 1998, Kawasaki addressed this 
area by going to a larger KIPS power- 
valve system (bigger ports and valves), 
changing exhaust port specs, increasing 
the length of the reed petals and adding a 
power-jet system to its Keihin PWK 
38mm carburetor. Ta-da! The end result is 
a superpowerful yet ultramanageable 
powerplant that even the Honda’s motor 
- which is unchanged from ‘97 - can't 
touch, at least when it comes to usability. 
Yes, the CR might still pull a little harder 
on top than the KX, but the Kawasaki 
shines everywhere else. The bottom line 
is that Kawasaki managed to improve on 
the ‘97 motor’s weak points (which 
weren't many) and leave the already 
strong areas alone, making this motor 
about as perfect as you can get. 

One of our pro testers said of the KX’s 
motor: “It has a great hit that launches 
you out of corners and is still very usable 
- a very exciting motor.” 

“Tt has power whenever you need it,” 
said one of our intermediate riders. 

And the KX’s motor was one of the 
three bikes out of the six to which we did 
not make any jetting changes. 

The Honda motor still rips, but the 
majority of our testers felt that it lacked a 
little too much grunt off the bottom - an 
area where the KX's motor really stands 
out - resulting in an abrupt transition 
from bottom to mid. The result? Tired 
arms. Our less-experienced riders strug- 
gled with the CR’s explosive motor, even 
though they were impressed with the 























































bike's out-and-out power. But the Honda 
just flat wore them out. They admitted 
that they just had a harder time managing 
the CR’s power. The faster riders, howev- 
er, said they could “live” with the hard- 
hitting motor and went on to praise how 
the CR just keeps pulling on top; howev- 
er, even the “fast guys” confessed that the 
Honda requires a lot of strength and sta- 
mina to ride. That's their way of saying 
that the CR wore them out, too. 

“I had a hard time trying to get this 
bike to work for me,” said a pro rider. 
“It's hard to get that kind of power to 
work for you lap after lap. Combine that 
with a harsh suspension and rigid chassis 
- the Honda seemed too brutal for me.” 

As far as jetting on the Honda is con- 
cerned, we made a few minor changes to 
lean things out a bit to improve throttle 
response and smooth out the low-to-mid 
transition. (See spec box.) 

Also, Honda technician Eric Crippa 
suggested we try putting a spacer 
between the exhaust pipe and the mani- 
fold, effectively lengthening the head- 
pipe. He said this would be a quick and 
easy (not to mention cheap) method of 
improving bottom end. Crippa was true 
to his word, but the spacer also made the 
motor even more explosive. It didn’t need 
that so, for the sake of our forearms, we 
preferred the bike without the spacer. 

Believe it or not, the CR isn’t necessari- 
ly the fastest bike of the six we tested, as 
the TM rivals it when it comes to absolute 
brute power and top speed. 

The TM flat out hauls. Most of the 


























power is stuffed into the middle of the 
powerband but there's plenty left on top, 
too. This motor reminded us a lot of the 
KX250 a few years ago, when the 
Kawasaki was busting at the seams with 
midrange power. Unfortunately for the 
TM, the trade-off is no low end, so what 
you have is a light-switch type of power- 
band that, at times, can be overwhelming. 
It's either off or very much on. 

The TM is very, very powerful once it 
comes on the pipe. It hits hard and then 
pulls and pulls and pulls. If top speed is 
your thing, and the most important thing 
to you is beating your buddies in drag 
races at your local riding area, the TM is 
your bike (but you still might want to 
avoid challenging the CRs). 

Everyone applauded the RM's power- 
plant. Its personality is a lot like that of 
the KX's but with slightly less power 
across the board. The RM's motor, how- 
ever, is a little faster-revving, pipier and 
”buzzier” than the KX's, but, as a whole, 
is pretty damn good. Again, like the KX, 
beginners right through the pros liked the 
RM's motor, saying it had enough power 
to get the job done and was very user- 
friendly. Faster riders agreed the RM 
could use a little more “hit” when plow- 
ing through a soft berm but were other- 
wise pleased with the RM’s motor over- 


“The Suzuki's power is not the most 
or the broadest of the 250s, but it’s one of 
the funnest and easiest to use,” said a pro 
rider. He also went on to say that he 
didn’t like the “noisy” motor and felt that

the RM vibrated more than the others. 
Another rider agreed, saying he felt that 
“The motor felt loose and rattled.” 

Like the CR, the RM benefited greatly 
with leaner jetting. (See spec box.) 

The Yamaha’s motor was liked by 
most of our testers, too, saying it had a 
hard hit and pulled well off the bottom 
and through midrange; however, some of 
our intermediate- and pro-level riders felt 
that the power seemed to “run out” on 
top. But no one could deny that it hit off 
the bottom a lot like the KX, and that’s a 
good thing. 













“The motor produces a wide range of 


usable power, but in kind of a boring 
way,” said one of our pro riders. Another 
pro rider said, “Tt isn’t superfast - kind of 
average, really. Still, I liked it a lot but it 
signed off too early for me.” 

The YZ250, like the KX250, required 
no jetting changes. 

While the KTM has a good, strong- 
running motor, it didn’t really “wow” 
any of our testers. Most of them agreed 
that the KTM does have enough power to 
win races because it has good bottom 
end, comes on nicely in the middle and 
moves along well on top. Nothing heroic, 
but it gets the job done. 

One pro rider said of the KTM’s 


power: “Kind of blah - more would be_ 


nice.” 

“The motor never really had a hit to 
it,” said an intermediate. “It pulled all the 
way through, but wasn’t really explo- 
sive. 

More than one rider felt that the 
KTM’s powerband was actually too 
smooth. One pro rider said, “It felt kind 
of lazy; it didn’t grab you or pull you - 
didn’t know where the torque was. But 
it's kind of weird because the motor does 
have power. It's hard to explain.” 

On the other hand, one intermediate 
rider said, “I didn’t think it was slow; it’s 
right up there with the Suzuki and Yama- 
ha.” 

Our KTM ran pretty cleanly right out 
of the crate, but we did end up going to a 
needle that was slightly leaner from the 
closed throttle to half throttle. (See spec 
box.) 


SUSPENSION 
Again, the Kawasaki was the winner 


in this category, but it was a lot closer. * 


The KX offers a superplush ride that just 
can’t be beat. There’s no give-and-take 
when it comes to the KX’s suspension, as 
it handles both the small bumps and hard 
hits without complaint. However, some 
of the fast riders felt the KX's suspension 
was a little “too plush” in some areas. 

“The KX was more plush on accelerat- 
ing bumps and braking bumps but did 
sacrifice some control,” said a pro rider. 

It was also the bike that needed the 
least amount of “clicker” adjustments at 
each track and was the only bike, other 
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than the KTM, that did not require a 


change of fork springs or major fork over- 
hauling. 

Suspensionwise, the Suzuki's is right 
there with the Kawasaki's, and for good 
reason - Suzuki basically copied Kawasa- 
ki's rear suspension. The RM's linkages 
and ratios are nearly identical to the KX’s 
and the result is a much better-handling 
machine. The back end is many times 
more stable and predictable than before 
and offers a far more plush ride, making 
the Suzuki one of the best-suspended 
bikes of the five. > 

The Suzuki's forks are excellent, too, 
but a little on the soft side, so stiffer 
springs are in order - but not mandatory. 
Our pro and intermediate riders said the 
stiffer springs were a big improvement, 
while the beginners and novices said they 
could live happily with the stock springs. 

“The RM has great overall suspen- 
sion,” said a pro rider. 

“Really, really good,” said another pro 
of the RM's legs. 

The biggest complaint Honda owners 
have had about the "97 CR250 was that its 
suspension was too harsh, which perhaps 
has something to do with the ultrarigid 
twin-spar aluminum frame, so Honda 











softened up both ends. Did that work? 


Not really, because, especially up front, 
the fork would sink too far into the stiff 
part of the travel. We immediately went 
to stiffer fork springs and a stiffer shock 
spring, in an effort to get the suspension 
riding higher in the stroke. These 
changes, along with clicker adjustments, 
improved the CR’s ride, but there's still 
room for improvement. 

The CR is by far the most finicky of the 
six bikes when it comes to adjusting the 
suspension, which is something you need 
to do at each track. It seemed that with 
the Honda, one setting might be good for 
one rider and way off for another. Getting 
the CR's suspension dialed in correctly is 
supercritical if you want to get around 
the track quickly on the Honda. It can be 
done but takes patience and time. If you 
do most of your racing at one track, it 
wouldn't be a bad idea to set aside a day 
at that track and do nothing but tune the 
suspension. It’s best to make small 
changes at a time and write everything 
down on paper so you can keep track of 
your changes. 

We managed to get the CR’s suspen- 
sion working pretty good, but no one 
could really adjust out all of the harsh- 





ness. One of our intermediate riders pret- 
ty much summed things up regarding the 
CR’s suspension by saying, “It feels very 
stiff on a rough track, so the bike is very 
hard to hold on to.” 

The Yamaha’s suspension is ham- 
pered by its harsh forks, which in stock 
condition are just too soft. Here, stiffer 
springs are mandatory and a less jolting 
ride is the result. Still, we were never 
completely satisfied with the Yamaha's 
forks no matter how hard we fiddled 
with them. Luckily, the YZ’s rear suspen- 
sion works really well and does a good 
job of covering up for the fork’s short- 
comings. 

Overall, we liked the YZ’s suspension 
package. “The suspension has a stable, 
solid feel, with great bottoming resis- 
tance,” said a pro rider. “I could go fast 
on this bike for long periods of time with- 
out getting tired.” 

As far as the KTM is concerned, it too 
has a good, all-around, solid suspension 
package. Most - but not all ~ of our 
testers thought the no-link rear-suspen- 
sion design worked well, but everyone 
noted that the KTM does not have that 
plush feeling over the smaller bumps - 





such as acceleration and braking bumps 


- as compared to the linkage-type sus- 
pensions. 

“Sorry, but the no-link suspension 
does not work for me,” one pro tester 
said. “The bike just chatters me to death 
going in and out of the turns - it (the 
shock) is not absorbing.” 

But on the flip side, the KTM soaks 
up the medium-size bumps and the 
“slammers” as good, if not better, than 
the others. 

We also liked the KTM’s WP non- 
inverted forks, but our faster riders 
requested stiffer springs. Either way, fork 
action is good. 

We did not get off to a good start 
when it came to the TM’s suspension - 
more specifically, with the Paioli forks. 
The bike pretty much spent the day 
leaned up against a tree because nobody 
wanted to ride it - yes, the forks were that 
bad. Unfortunately, TM is a small compa- 
ny and simply did not have the manpow- 
er - or a TM specialist - available to help 
us with our testing and we simply could 
not get the forks working properly that 
day. The forks sank too far into the travel 
and then just stopped. Something simply 
wasn’t right; at least that was what we 
thought. 
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The bike was returned to TM, where 
the forks were removed and shipped to 
Enzo Racing and had a thorough going- 
through. (Enzo specializes in Kayaba 
forks, and Paoili forks use Kayaba inter- 
nals.) No obvious problem was found 
with the forks, so Enzo revalved the forks 
to soften the middle part of the stroke. 
The forks were reinstalled and the bike 
became ridable. 

Through it all, we were happy with the 
TM's rear suspension and once we got the 
forks working correctly, as a whole, the 


TM’s suspension worked pretty good. 


However, it took a little while to build up 
confidence on the bike because the TM’s 
suspension just feels different than the 
rest, but other than a few kicks here and 
there, neither the front nor the rear sus- 
pension exhibit any really bad habits. 


HANDLING AND CORNERING 


While we're speaking of the TM, we'll 
start with the TM first when it comes to 
the handling department. Here’s where 
the TM feels, well, really weird, and 
much of this weird feeling comes from 
the front of the motorcycle. The bike sim- 
ply steers slowly and has a heavy feeling 
to it; it’s almost as if the front end is raked 
out too far or has an overly dampened 
steering damper attached to it. The TM 
just isn’t superresponsive to rider input, 
which isn’t necessarily a good thing when 
you start getting out of shape. 

Getting the TM through the turns 
quickly requires a special knack: It’s not 
what we'd call a good pivot-and-go turn- 
er, but it does slide around wide, sweep- 
ing turns quite well - you just have to 
work the throttle carefully. It also likes to 
go deep into the turns and if there’s a 
berm anywhere in sight, use it. 

“The TM feels longer than the other 
bikes,” said one tester, “and it just doesn’t 
corner as well. But you can get used to it.” 

All of the other bikes handle quite well 
and none of them have any huge advan- 
tage over the other, but the Suzuki is 
without a doubt the most improved of 
the bunch. It’s gone from a skitterish, 
sometimes unpredictable-handling 
machine to a solid and stable performer. 
It also cuts through the turns like a knife. 
Overall, no one really complained about 
the RM's handling, though one pro rider 
said that the front end “still” feels a little 
light. “There’s a little lightness in the 
front end,” he said. “You have to get close 





up on the handlebars out of the corners or 
else the front end will come up.” 

The Yamaha is a good-handling 
machine, too, and many times the word 
“solid” came up when discussing the 
YZ's handling. It corners well, too, either 
tight on the inside or out high in the 
berm; it steers well and goes where it is 
pointed. 

But none of the bikes could top the 
Kawasaki's handling traits. This bike is a 
confidence builder because it simply 
doesn't do anything unexpected or sur- 
prising. Some felt that maybe the KX 
didn't turn as well as the Suzuki or the 
Yamaha, but it was no big deal, as it 
makes up for it in many other areas. 

Some of our testers feel that the harsh 
ride of the CR has to do with the ultra- 
rigid aluminum frame and not so much 
with the suspension. 

“I really don't know if it's because of 
the suspension or the frame, but it was 
the suspension/frame that blew the 
whole bike for me,” said one pro rider. 
”For pros, the motor is awesome, but 
something about the frame and suspen- 
sion together is too rigid - I just can't fig- 
ure it out. I mean this bike tires me out 
more than the others - I'd have to train a 
lot more if I raced this bike.” 

However, one intermediate rider 
threw us a curve, saying he didn't mind 
the CR's handling; in fact, he liked it a lot. 
”The bike just feels good to me,” he said. 
“It jumps good and overall feels very con- 
trollable, but it was the only bike that felt 
a little skitterish at speed - but I could get 
used to that.” 

Even though some of our testers had a 
love/hate relationship with the KTM's 
rear suspension, all of them agreed the 
$X250 handled extremely well. You 
always know with the KTM that you can 
slam into a hole, bump or rut at speed 
and not have to worry about the bike 
responding with a giant kick or swap. It 
turns good, jumps good and does all the 
right things on the track, but something 
does need to be done about the shock's 
insensitivity over the smaller bumps. 


BRAKES 


Nowadays, good brakes are the rule, 
not the exception on production bikes. In 
this case, only the TM's brakes were spo- 
ken of negatively throughout our testing, 
and that's because the TM's back brake 
was far too sensitive. Just tap the rear-

ooking for a motocross bike that's a little out of the ordinary? Something that will stop 

people dead in their tracks so they can get a closer look at it? Perhaps something built in 

Europe - better yet, made in Italy? Then look no further than your local TM dealer. 
What? You say you don't have a TM dealer near you? Well, don't worry; give Pete Vetrano a 
call and he'll dial you in. 

You see, Vetrano is the sole importer of TM motorcycles. Like many of us, Vetrano is 
attracted to exotic machinery - the more unusual the better - and the Italian-made TMs caught 
Vetrano's interest a few years ago. One thing led to another and now he's importing these 
unique motorcycles into the United States. 

TM started out many years ago building cart racing motors (and still does) and decided to 
expand its operation into building off-road motorcycles - at the request of one of the compa- 
ny’s owner's son. TM quickly started achieving success on Europe's enduro scene in the 125cc 
class. TM has since started building motocross bikes and nearly won the 125cc World Champi- 
onship last year; now, TM is working hard to produce competitive 250cc motocrossers. 

Vetrano loaned us a 1998 TM 250MC for our 250cc MX shootout, and we couldn't help but 
stop whatever it was we were doing at the time when we first laid eyes on this very trick-look- 
ing motorcycle. It needed closer examination. 

The TM is definitely an attention-getter, as nearly every color of the rainbow is represented 
on this machine, and it’s hard not to ogle over the TM's aluminum-alloy gas tank and gold- 
anodized, inverted forks. 

Basically, only the motor and frame are designed and built by TM, while the rest of the bike 
is made up of a variety of top-quality aftermarket components - such as the forks. The forks on 
the TM we tested were upside-down Paiolis, which are assembled using older-style Kayaba 
internals. If you don’t want the Paioli forks, you can special-order the TM with conventional 
50mm Marzocchis at no extra charge. The choice is yours. 

To help keep the overall cost down on this already expensive motorcycle, the triple clamps 
are now constructed out of cast aluminum rather than billet, like they were last year. 

In the back, a single, fully adjustable Ohlins shock is used and is connected to an aluminum 
swingarm. 

The European version of the TM comes with blue-anodized Takasago Excel rims, the 
American version with standard silver-colored rims (however, you can order the bike with 
blue rims), and both versions are fitted with Michelin knobby tires. The TM also comes 
equipped with Brembo disc brakes - 270mm in the front, 220mm in the rear. 

The water-cooled, 249cc TM-manufactured motor features a 66.4 x 72mm bore and stroke 
and an exhaust power valve, and is fed by a 38mm Keihin carburetor. Spent gases are chan- 
neled through an unpainted HGS exhaust pipe and aluminum muffler. 

Power is transferred to the rear wheel via a five-speed gearbox and a gold-anodized DID 
O-ring chain. The TM's clutch is hydraulically operated. 

Acerbis supplies all the plastic parts, and Tecnosel provides the seat cover. 

The price for being different isn’t cheap. At a suggested retail price of $6350, the TM 250MC 
is about $700 more than the average 250cc MXer.

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brake pedal by accident and the back 
wheel would instantly lock up - very 
annoying. Even the front brake was a lit- 
tle touchy. 

A couple of riders felt that the KTM’s 
brakes could’ve been a little stronger, and 
the Kawasaki's front brake got a little 
mushy after a while. 

The other three bikes (the RM, YZ and 
CR) - their brakes performed flawlessly. 


MISCELLANEOUS 


It’s hard to fault anything with the 
KX. About the only thing anyone could 
complain about was the seat - the 
padding broke down and got very soft, 
almost to the point where you could feel 
the frame rails. But at the same time, the 
KX's seat, as well as the CR's, was fairly 
wide, and almost everyone liked that. 
The YZ's, SX’s and RM's seats are 
awfully narrow - perhaps a little more 
narrow than they need to be; at least 
that’s how some riders felt. 

All of the bikes are well laid out and 
comfortable. Only the TM felt significantly 
different when it came to ergonomics, but 
it was nothing you couldn’t get used to 
after a while - well, maybe longer than 
that. 

No one had any complaints about any 
of the bikes’ controls, levers or pedals - at 
least nothing worth talking about. 


SUMMARY 


When it comes to rating these six 
motorcycles, the TM pulled up the rear 
on everyone's list. The TM is just different 
and takes a lot of time to get used to. The 
testers who actually gave the TM a 
chance and put in some time on the bike 
had good things to say about it, feeling 
the bike has potential but you just have to 
work the kinks out. 

“To be honest, I didn’t have a problem 
with the way it handled,” one intermedi- 
ate rider said. “It didn’t scare me at all; it’s 
just a different kind of beast. But it is kind 
of an off-and-on kind of bike, meaning the 
brakes and power. The (rear) brake is the 
worst thing, but that can be fixed.” 

A pro rider said of the TM: “It has the 
power and a hit; the motor is competitive, 
but it’s the suspension that ruins the 
whole bike for me.” 

However, one of our novice riders 
said he had no problems riding it, but, for 
the most part, most of our testers simply 
could not come to terms with the TM’s 
inability to react quickly to the rider’s 
imput, or its shaky suspension and too 
touchy rear brake. The bottom line is that 
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you have to learn to like this bike. But it 
sure looks cool. 

The KTM ran a solid fifth place. It’s a 
very good motorcycle but just didn’t 
excite our testers. One novice rider said 
he felt that the SX reminded him of a 
spiced-up enduro bike, which perhaps 
explains why the KTM is one of our 
favorites on the trails. 

One of our intermediate riders said of 
the KTM: “I was surprised how much I 
liked the KTM - it’s powerful and it’s sta- 
ble, but the rear end is just too stiff, and 
that held the KTM back for me.” 

One novice rider broke the fifth-place 
mold, rating the KTM as high as third: 
“The KTM just fits me best. I could move 
around on the bike better than the rest; it 
made good, smooth power; and I liked 
the brakes. Yeah, the rear suspension is a 
little stiff, but I could live with that.” 

Many riders commented on how 
much they liked the looks of the KTM, 
with its modern styling and shiny chrome 
exhaust pipe. 

All but two riders rated the CR fourth 
on their list - each one of them complain- 
ing of a harsh ride and unpredictable 
handling - but the CR’s saving grace, they 
said, was its awesome motor, nice ergos, 
quality of craftsmanship, and light and 
easy-working controls. One of the riders - 
an intermediate - who rated the CR sec- 
ond, said, “I liked the bike - it has a fast 
motor, good powerband and enough low 
end. The CR just feels good, and it didn’t 
pound my arms as much as everyone 
else’s.” The other rider - a novice - who 
rated the CR second said, “I really liked 
the motor and the overall layout - excel- 
lent ergos.” 

Here’s where things get close - the bat- 
tle for second/third between the Suzuki 
and the Yamaha. This one really could 
have gone either way, but when we aver- 
aged out our tester’s rankings, the Yama- 
ha edged out the Suzuki. 

Pretty much the deciding factor was 
power - or the lack of it when it comes to 
the Suzuki. The RM is by no means slow 
but it just doesn’t quite have the hit like 
the YZ, KX and CR have, and that’s what 
tipped the scale in the Yamaha’s favor. 
Still, the RM has many strong points, 
including excellent suspension, great 
turning abilities, comfortable ergonomics, 
first-rate brakes and a sweet-shifting 
gearbox. 

Our only real complaint with the 
Yamaha is its forks, but it’s nothing a set 
of $60, stiffer fork springs can’t fix, or at 
least substantially improve.

But the clear-cut winner of this 
shootout is the Kawasaki (as if you 
couldn't tell). It does everything right, 
and it’s the only bike that doesn’t require 
immediate, major suspension or jetting 
changes. You can roll this bike right off 
the showroom floor and into the back of 
your truck, drive straight to the track and 
race it (and probably win). That's pretty 
much what one of our testers did - he was 
so impressed with the KX that he went 
out and bought one and decided to get 
back into racing again after about a two- 
year retirement. 
























































However, there are things other than © 
performance alone to consider when it 
comes to deciding which bike to buy. | 
Obviously, your local dealer support is a ` 
big factor, as well as which manufactur- | 
er offers the best contingency program 
and, in this case, that would have to be | 
Suzuki. Suzuki's contingency program | 
for 1998 is the most lucrative, especially | 
compared to Honda’s, KTM's and TM's 
- they have no such programs. Suzuki's 
total contingency program is worth $3.7 
million, and $10,700 of that is up for 
grabs at one event: Suzuki's annual 






Suzuki Cup race in Oklahoma in Sep- 
tember. Kawasaki's contingency pro- 
gram rivals Suzuki's, with over $3.3 mil- 
lion, and Yamaha's is worth more than 
$923,000. For more information and 
details regarding these programs, con- 
tact your local dealer. 

So, there you have it: When it comes 
to on-track performance, the Kawasaki 
KX250 surges ahead of the pack and is 
the winner of our 1998 250cc MX 
Shootout and, what do you know - 
there's no arguing. 

It sure is quiet around here. N

his is a pivotal year in the young 

career of Ben Bostrom. In his 

mind, the 23-year-old Southern 

Californian has been more than 
anointed as the heir apparent to Miguel 
DuHamel in the hearts and minds of 
American Honda. He believes - rather, 
he hopes - that he’s the rider to whom 
Honda Racing Corporation looks to 
carry the mantle of racing greatness in 
the future. It’s a position of high expec- 
tation and responsibility, and Bostrom - 
after the most disappointing year of his 
still-developing career - feels up to the 
challenge. 

By signing him to a two-year contract 
at the end of the 1996 season - a year in 
which his promise began to blossom (he 
was runner-up in the Harley-Davidson 
SuperTwins class and fourth in the 
600cc Supersport class) - Honda showed 
that they expected great things from the 
1993 AMA Dirt Track Rookie of the 
Year. They not only supported him in 
the 600cc Supersport class, but also put 
a superbike under him for six races in a 
move calculated to assimilate him to the 
machine and the class. In his first out- 
ing, at Laguna Seca in April, they 
appeared to have made a very wise 
move. 

Bostrom qualified the Honda RC45 
on the front row and went on to finish 
fifth. It would be his best outing. Next 
would come an eighth at Road America, 
followed by problems at Loudon, and 
then sub-par finishes in the final three 
races at Mid-Ohio, Sears Point, and Las 
Vegas. 

His 600cc season wasn't going much 
better. His best was a fourth in the open- 
ing race in Phoenix, followed by a fifth 
at Daytona. Given the level of factory 
support, and the cast of competing rid- 
ers, the performances were promising - 
but they would be his two best of the 
year. Seven of his final nine races netted 
double-digit results, the other two a pair 
of sixths at Brainerd and Road America. 
At the same time, he was regularly 
being eclipsed by Eric Bostrom, his 
younger brother by 2 1/2 years. 

The only class in which he shined 
was the 750cc Supersport class. Riding 
the CBR600 against the bigger 750s, 
Bostrom was impressive - two seconds 
and two thirds in his first five races 
before the season began to come apart. 

As you will read, Ben Bostrom had 
problems for much of the 1997 season, 
but he chooses not to reveal what they 
were. Rather than talk about them, he 
wants to leave them behind. His perfor- 
mance at the Dunlop Daytona tire tests 
in December may go a long way toward 
doing just that. 

Not only was he the fastest 600cc 
rider (in a field that included all of the 
Japanese factory riders but one), but he 
also turned the fastest lap of any rider 
using race tires. Asked if he was going 
to go out on a qualifying tire, Bostrom 
asked, “They have qualifying tires?” He 
never did get one, but it didn’t matter. 
The time he turned on a race tire was 
nearly as quick as the fastest lap of the 
three-day test that Vance & Hines’ 
Anthony Gobert turned on a qualifying 
tire. And it might have been faster had 
he not spent most of the weekend 
recovering from a debilitating flu that 
had him hospitalized earlier in the 
week, and kept him off the superbike 
until the final 20 minutes of the second 
day. In those 20 minutes, he turned a 
lap in the mid-50s - right in the thick of 
it - and he only got faster. Now it’s time 
to see if he can keep it up for the rest of 
the year.

Let's begin by asking what it feels like 
to be a factory rider. 

It feels good. I have a lot of help, a lot of 
good equipment. I’m real excited. It’s 
really cool. I jump on the bike and easily 
turn fast times. It feels like the horse- 
power's there and everything. I have 
one of the best teams on the circuit, so 
I'm pretty happy. 

What's the difference between the 
superbike you're riding now and the 
one you rode last year? 

It's not even comparable. It makes the 
one last year feel like a 600 compared to 
a superbike. The one last year was a 
parts bike, an older bike. It felt great to 
me. I felt I rode a great bike. Then, pro- 
gressively during the year, it seemed 
like everybody kind of got their super- 
bikes together, and then mine wasn't 
competitive at all. So I kind of backed 
off towards the end of the year. I'm not 
going to say I quit, but I didn't have the 
same drive I had at the beginning of the 
year. I said, “You know what? It's just 
not worth crashing on something that 
you can't win on anyway.” But it was 
really good. These guys are really good 
to me. “They built that bike and I knew - 
that was my learning tool. So now I can 
jump on this one. I’m not like 
(Yamaha's) Jamie Hacking right now, 
who's just going, “Oh, my God, what's 
going on here?” I got the feeling for 
what it's like - only this bike's so much 
better. It has so much horsepower, it 
suspends well and it turns like crazy. 
We jumped on it and did very fast laps 
yesterday and went really fast right out 
of the box. 

What's the hardest thing to get used to? 
Right now, the bike kind of fits my style 
a little bit, because I like to slide and 
point the bike. I think tire wear, conserv- 
ing the tire. I just want to burn this thing 
up and do fast laps, but I know that 
won't do. 

Let's go back to last year. People, I 
think, expected more from you when 
you were on the superbike. 

Yeah, I think so. Like I was really fired 
up to get on it. My first race, we went to 
Laguna and put it on the front row ona 
bike that probably shouldn't have made 
the top 10. I think I was driven. I don't 
think anyone had their stuff together yet 
because it was only the third race of the 
year. And then my results went down- 
hill. I kind of got bummed out, and 
there's a lot of reasons behind it that I 
don't want to talk about. Starting this 
year, I think I'm going to show every- 
body the Ben Bostrom that started psi 
racing two years ago on a Harley - 
rider who was progressing, and this 
year is going to even take it further. I 
think there are more good riders, and 
that's just going to make our sport look 
better. Every time you win a race, you 
can feel really good about it. 

Were you worried that you weren’t 
going to make that next jump? 

I worried a little bit because my results 
were so bad on both bikes. It got to the 
point where I was pretty depressed. 
And I was like, “This sucks. I just can’t 
wait to get the year over with.” And 
then we went to Colorado and I was 
like, “You know what? I'd rather crash 
than finish 10th, where I’ve been finish- 
ing. I’m just going to win this thing. I 
don’t care what it takes.” I think I was 
getting pulled really bad on the straight- 
aways and stuff, and I rode just a little 
over my head, and I did fall. But at least 
I knew, “You know what? Ben Bostrom 
can win, and in ’98 it should be a good 
year and I'll prove that to everybody.” I 
think everybody got down on me 
because my results got so bad that I've 
kind of got a lot to prove right now, and 








I feel good. We're sick, so my times 
aren’t what I think they should be, but 
we're still way fast. 

You had a little taste of it last year, but 
how hard is it to do two classes in one 
day? 

It's not too bad. They give us the lunch 
break. On the 600, you go out and you 
ride really aggressive, and everyone's 
riding that bike beyond its capability. 
When you go to the superbike, no one 
can ride it beyond its capability. The 
bike’s better than all the riders, I think. 
So you get used to riding something 
that’s crazy-fast. And then you have a 
little lunch and an hour to think, and 
you get on your superbike for the super- 
bike race, and you're already used to 
riding something pretty aggro. So you 
go out there and you ride just as hard, 
and it’s not a big deal. There’s a little bit 
of power difference, but you just kind of 
switch in your mind: “Okay, I’m on this 
bike, and that bike,” and you know 
where your braking markers are and 
stuff. I think all of the factory riders are 
good enough that they can go, “Okay, I 
broke at two on this bike, it brakes up at 
three.” Basically, mentally, you have the 
whole track mapped out on both bikes, 
and you just throw a switch - it’s like 
throwing a light switch. 

Which bike suits your style more? 

The superbike, even though I’m like a 
total rookie on it. My rookie year, this 
year, is going to kick ass. I’m really 
happy. The 600 I happen to be used to 
and I’m fast on it, but I think the super- 
bike's where we're going to shine. 

Are there any tracks which favor your 
style and this superbike? 

I used to think that, when I started road 
racing a couple of years ago on the 
Harley. And I was like, ”You know, I 
really like this track; I don't like that 
one.” Now I'm finding that each track 
has its good and bad points, and the 
harder the track... Like, I used to hate 
Mid-Ohio, but now I'm really fast there. 
I'm like, “You know what? I hate the 
track being tough.” Now I like it 
because it's a challenge. I’m kind of an 
all-around guy. I like every track. 
Where have you gotten your best 
results? 

On the more challenging tracks - Mid- 
Ohio, Laguna Seca. I think Pomona was 
one of the most challenging tracks, and I 
think I could guarantee victory there - 
but it's off the schedule. I liked it 
because it was really rough, and the 
way the track was set up for the corners, 
you really had to set up each corner, 
dialing in five corners from where you 
want to be. I'm kind of bummed they 
took it off the schedule, but I think the 
more challenging the track, the faster 
I'm going to go. 

How hard is it to set the bike up for 
Daytona? This is different than every 
other track. 

Usually, you want the thing to turn and 
not chatter, and here all we're doing is 
fighting for traction. The superbike is, 
like, the hardest thing, obviously, 
because the tire is so hard on the left 
side. If you can get through the chicane 
fast - that's the only place I really set the 
chassis up for. You've just got to get 
through that chicane, because that's 
actually where it winds up the frame. 
The speed's great there and you have to 
throw it left to right - left to right twice - 
and the bike, if it's not steering good 
through there and you're losing 10 mph, 
you're losing 20 mph by the time you 
get to here (the finish line). So you just 
keep bumping up your miles an hour by 
getting your bike set up good. And if 
you got that good, you deal with the 
rest of the track - and, obviously, try to 





get the thing set up for traction, which is 
tough, because everyone's fighting for 
traction here. In the chicane, it's a steer- 
ing point; everywhere else is a traction 
point, and it's a balance on the bike. 

Are you sharing information with 
Miguel at all? 

Yeah, I think we do, but I'm not sure. 
He rides so much different than I do. I 
think he rides different than everyone. 
He's really fast, but he just has a differ- 
ent style. He's a real point-and-shoot 
kind of guy, and that makes it really 
good for him because he can pass riders 
like I've never seen. He's got the gift of 
passing and it's because he runs it in 
low, points it, and takes off low again. 
And, he's fast in, stops in the center, 
throws you off because you're carrying 
speed and you're having to back off, 
and then he's already on the gas and 
he's leaving you. So sometimes he's 
hard to ride around, which is really 





(Eric) - I think he impresses me because 
he didn't fall last year. He crashed once 
on brand-new tires and I'm like, “You’re 
learning to ride, you need to crash.” But 
he beat me at half the races. I think he’s 
going to be fast. 

Does it bother you that he beat you in 
half the races? 

A little bit, yeah. 

Aren't you supposed to be the fast one? 
Yeah, and we're on equal equipment. 
It’s not like he was on a factory bike and 
I wasn't. We were both on the same 
bike. I just knew he was just riding bet- 
ter than me and I think I lost my drive, 
and there are a lot of factors in that. But 
this year I have good equipment, and 
I'm motivated. I think he's going to have 
good equipment, and he's motivated. 
Obviously, I want to see myself on top 
and him right with me, because he's my 
brother. Those are the three riders that 
way impressed me. 





good. I wish I had a quality like that. 
But the two bikes are comparable 
because they're the same bikes, so it's a 
good judging point. Like, I go, ”Oh, 
Miguel did a one-minute lap and I’m 
doing 1:02s. I’m going to change some- 
thing.” As far as the bike setup, they’re 
way different. But at least you know 
you’re on the same bike and the lap 
times better be about the same time. I’m 
glad I have a champion in the pit. If I 
just had somebody who was more of a 
rookie, then I would think I’m always 
going fast. 

What other riders impressed you last 
year? 

A couple of them I know are really 
aggro, but they're all right. I’m good 
friends with them, but they’re hard to 
ride around because they’re just, like - 
how do you put it nicely? Like (Aaron) 
Yates and (Jamie) Hacking. Hacking’s 
got like so much corner speed - I can’t 
believe it. I don’t know how he carries 
the corner speed. And Yates, I've never 
seen anybody ride into a corner as fast 
as he can. Both of those guys really 
impressed me. But riding with them is 
hard, because they're kind of assholes 
on the track, in a way. Like, man, this 
guy’s not giving me an inch - but they're 
such good riders. On the other hand, 
you just watch Yates in amazement, like, 
”How's he pointing that bike and slid- 
ing it in there?” And as for Hacking, 
you're like, “If I carried that much cor- 
ner speed, I think I'd be on the ground.” 
Both riders really impressed me. They're 
bøth young riders. And my brother 





What about on the superbike? 

On the superbike, I can't say that I've 
been too impressed by anyone. No one 
is just blazingly fast. When I watch 
them, I'm like, “That guy is slow there, 
but he is really fast there.” Each rider's 
got their special turns and they've got 
their turns that they can't do, and I’m 
the same way. I haven't seen anyone 
blazing-fast. I would say that everyone 
is really fast. I was like, ”You know 
what? Everyone is really fast, and next 
year it's going to be worse” - which it 
will. But I haven't seen anybody just 
bust out and do like what an Eddie 
Lawson or Kenny Roberts would be able 
to do yet. There's no Freddie Spencer 
out here yet, but everyone is really fast. 
What do you expect for the season? 

I think the competition will be tighter in 
the Superbike class, more like the 600cc 
class was this year, which, hopefully 
will bring spectators and allow our little 
sport to grow. If it's good, it makes 


` everybody's salaries go up, too. I expect 


to do well, obviously. I want to win. If I 
can’t win, I don’t want to finish out of 
the top three. I, obviously, want to win 
championships. It’s good for my ego, 
good for my paycheck, good for my 
bonuses. I think there are going to be a 
lot of guys - I don’t think that just one 
guy’s going to be winning. Like in the 
past, Miguel’s (DuHamel) won, or 
you've got a guy like (Doug) Chandler, 
who's Mr. Consistency and never finish- 
es out of the top three. I think this year 
he could finish sixth just as easy as he 
could win one, too. I think that there 





will be several different winners. Hope- 
fully, I'll just win more than the other 
guys. 

Which class do you think is going to be 
harder? 

That's a tough question. The Honda's 
obviously not the newest bike. It’s been 
around for a long time. We’re waiting 
on a new bike. It'd be great. But these 
guys really got their act together, so our 
bikes are really competitive. The 
Suzukis are real good. Like I said, Yates 
- that guy will go 110 percent from lap 
one to the last lap, so he’s going to be 
really tough. Obviously, Hacking’s fast, 
my brother’s fast, I plan to go fast, 
(Steve) Crevier will be fast on the Suzu- 
ki. Those classes are going to be equal, I 
think. I think with the (Anthony) Gob- 
erts, the (Mike) Hales, the Miguels, the 
Chandlers, all these guys, the Superbike 
class - there’s always going to be five 
guys in each class. You could win one 
class and think you're the man, and the 
next race, an hour after lunch, you could 
finish fifth, sixth, and be like, “Damn it, 
what happened?” The next week, you 
could flip-flop the classes the same way. 
What's your contract status? 

I had a two-year deal. I signed my con- 
tract a long time ago, at the end of "95, to 
ride on the team this year. It was kind of 
like - well, it was a weird deal. But there 
were no seats available. I wanted to be 
on this team, and they wanted me on 
this team, so they sewed me up, basical- 
ly. My deal ends after this year, so it’s a 
good deal for me. As far as moneywise, 
I think it'll be good. I want to stick with 
this team, obviously. I think at the end 
of this year, my paycheck should go up 
a lot, and all my sponsors - as far as gear 
sponsors - should have to pay, too. All 
my contracts are up, so it'll be good. It 
makes the winter kind of fun. You get to 
play with your manager a little bit, and 
see what you can get, and then start the 
year even more fired up just because 
you figure, like, “All right, now, every- 
body’s paid me; now I need to put in the 
results to pick the right bid.” 

What's the next step? 

I want to do World Superbike. I want to 
stay in America until I feel that I’m fast 
enough to leave. Because you know 
what? I’m winning here, but I’m not win- 
ning every week - but I’m winning. And 
then, “Okay, I think I’ve got a good facto- 
ry ride over in World Superbike, so let's 
jump over there and go for the money.” I 
think I’m going to stick here until I’m the 
dominant guy - until no one can beat me 
here. Then let's go over there. That's the 
same way (Scott) Russell did it. I think 
it’s the wise thing to do. I think every 
young person should do that - make sure 
they’re the man over here before going 
over there. That way, they look good 
over there. And then their stepping stone 
will increase faster. They'll be fast there. 
And 500s are still the pinnacle of our 
sport - that’s where I want to end up. 
How long do you think it’s going to 
take you? 

I don’t know. I think my learning ‘curve 
is fast. I’m going to try to get over there. 
I'm not going to push it to go too fast, 
but I don’t want to wait too long, 
because the years are numbered. I'd like 
to be winning, so I don’t want to jump 
on anything that I can’t win on. I’m hop- 
ing to be over there in a few. 

Do you think it will be with Honda? 
That's what I'm planning for. I would 
like to be the Honda guy for the rest of 
my life and retire with them. I like the 
company. Ever since I was a little kid, 
my parents have been Honda dealers, 
and they’ve always had a good image 
and good bikes, so I’m kind of a Honda

(#7) The Evolution of Motocross 

Gary Semics has put together the story of motocross’ 
early days, highlighting 52 years of European and 
American racing. From the days when British dinosaurs 
tuled the roost to Jeremy McGrath on his CR250, you'll 
see it all in this 95 minute video from Gary Semics Video.

‘ll be the first to admit that printing 
out my last will and testament from 
| my home computer was a bit exces- 

4 sive, but I do enough silly things 
around here to make it a worthwhile 
endeavor. It also gave my family much- 
needed peace of mind, knowing that they 
could split the bills evenly and still have 
enough left over for a week’s worth of 
groceries. 

With my mind put at ease as the at- 
home-lawyer computer program spewed 
out the necessary paperwork from the 
printer, I only had three or four things 
left to ponder as my day of speedway 
school rapidly approached: the need for a 
steel shoe; a really cool nickname (i.e., 
Sudden Sam, The Edge, Boogaloo, Too 
Tall, Crazy, etc.); and Gene-Gene the 
Dancing Machine’s phone number. For 
those who have never spent a Friday or 
Saturday night swilling beer at Southern 
California’s Costa Mesa Speedway, 
Gene’s the most famous drinker of them 
all as he entertains the crowd by 
tightrope walking on the crash wall that 
lines the track. 

In fact, in addition to being able to 
drink more beer than me, Gene also had 
it over on me in that he'd been a lot clos- 
er to a speedway track than I had - by a 
good 10 or 15 yards. Still, when the 
opportunity presented itself for me to 
join speedway racing legend Barry 
Briggs and modern-day World Champi- 
ons Greg Hancock and Billy Hamill for a 
day of riding, I jumped at it. 

This had all the makings of a fantasy 
camp for any speedway fanatic. And, 
although I’ve never really fantasized 
about speedway, I wanted to disprove 
the myth that a speedway bike is some 
mystical machine that can’t be ridden by 
mere mortals. And when it comes to rid- 
ing motorcycles, I definitely fall headlong 
into that category known as Mr. Mere 
Mortal. 

If you mention to enough people that 
you have plans to go parachuting, 
chances are you'll run into a few people 
who know everything there is to know 
about parachuting. Not so with speed- 
way. I leaked word of what I had 
planned, and only got back a few bits of 
advice. One tidbit came from three-time 
500cc World Champion Wayne Rainey - 
as close to an expert as I could find, con- 
sidering that he'd taken part in a speed- 
way exhibition once with Bruce Penhall. 
Wayne told me to be careful, go in slow 
and wick it up to slide it out of the corner. 
One thing that kept coming up no matter 
who I spoke to were those two words: 
“Be careful.” Like I know any other way... 

Greg Hancock stopped by the office, 
seemingly to see just how scared I was. I 
think I did a good job of making him 
believe I'd be just fine, though he did a 
lot of grinning. And he seemed some- 
what relieved that we had arranged to 
get a Weslake from Bill Cody - or, back to 
that nickname thing, “Wild Bill” Cody - 
and that I wouldn't be throwing a leg 
over his world beater. 

Then Barry Briggs came by for a visit.

Despite words that said otherwise, I 
knew he was convinced that I was 
doomed. I think he also uttered the 
words... “Be careful.” In fact, Briggs - a 
longtime family friend - was concerned 
enough that he volunteered to show up 
and help. Hancock and Hamill would 
teach me to ride a speedway bike; Briggs 
would be there to make sure I survived. 
My other advice came from associate 
editor Scott Rousseau, who claims to be a 
speedway man from way back. Since he 
had at least raced a speedway bike for a 
few years, I showed him respect enough 
to listen. He gave such valuable insight 
as: “When you go into a corner, just pre- 
tend that you're stepping out into a buck- 
et.” That was a big help. “It’s like sliding 
your bicycle when you were a kid.” 
Whoa - watch out, Hans Nielsen. 
Completely overmatched, I decided I 
wanted some company. Not just any 

















company, mind you - I wanted to be cer- 
tain that my company would be worse 
speedway riders than me. Initially, my 
father didn’t come to mind. After all, his 
father (my grandfather) was a sidecar 
speedway champion in Australia. I knew 
that speedway was in his blood - blood 
that had to have been watered down a bit 
by the time it got to yours truly. Anyway, 
once Briggs got word that Kel even had 
the slightest interest in giving speedway 
a go, it was over. Dad was baited into 
Speedway 101 after not-so-astutely 
reminding Briggs that speedway 
couldn’t be all that difficult - after all, he 
knew of a few New Zealanders who had 
become World Champions. Ouch. Briggs 
now had two reasons to attend: He was 
going to make certain that his favorite 
editor didn’t hurt himself; and he was 
now also on board to make sure that if 
Kel failed, he was there to witness it. 
Okay, so I'd managed to bring in 
someone older than I, but I wasn’t sold 
on the fact that he’d be slower. By a 
stroke of good luck, my next incoming 
phone call put that worry aside. It was 
Speedvision television host Larry Maiers, 
who was actually already signed on, 
since Rousseau had arranged for Maiers’ 
“Bike Week” television show to come out 
and film Hancock and Hamill for an 
upcoming segment on the program. 
Once I talked him into actually riding, I 
knew that I was guaranteed not to be the 
slowest speedway rider in Speedway 
101. Even if Maiers was the most talented 
motorcycle racer in the world (he isn't), I 
knew I could do enough pre-ride psycho- 
logical damage to ensure that he'd make 
me look good. Proof of that came several 
years ago in the form of a little racquet- 
ball game, but that’s another story entire- 
ly... 
So with misery ensured of having 
plenty of company, I went off to school - 
still without a nickname and a steel shoe. 
I knew the steel shoe was going to be the

easiest part of my day (well, acquiring it, 
not wearing it) because school just hap- 
pened to be in session at the Maely Ranch 
in Corona, California, where the propri- 
etor is none other than Ken Maely - Mr. 
Steel Shoe. This guy has made more steel 
shoes than I've had hot meals, and he was 
more than happy to whip one out for me. 
I was also fortunate enough to get the full 
Ken Maely-led tour of the ranch - proper- 
ty that is part museum, part vegetable 
farm, but it's mostly about motorcycles. A 
stroll through Maely's place gives you an 
indication of his lofty status in dirt track 
and speedway motorcycle history, and a 
look at his race track shows you that he is 
definitely still a huge fan of the motorcy- 
cle. The speedway track was groomed 
and watered to perfection for our day of 
riding, something Maely had made sure 
of with a predawn wheel-packing in one 
of his old trucks. 

I was the first to arrive, with Hamill 
showing up next. Then came my father, 
Rousseau, Briggs and sons Gary and 
Tony, and Hancock. We'd later be joined 
by California State Champion Charlie 
“The Edge” Venegas, who had probably 
heard through the grapevine that the 
Comedy Club had come south. 

Maiers set precedent by showing up 
last. In this case, last meant first because 
Dad and I had already decided who was 
going to be first on the track - “Leisure 
Suit” Larry Maiers. 

Hamill and Hancock gave us lessons 
as our loaner bike was being meticulous- 
ly prepped in the background (well, the 
batteries for the ignition “hot box” were 
being charged). Then Hamill went out 
and showed us what speedway is sup- 
posed to look like. He was followed by 
Levi-clad Larry, who in this case 
appeared to be the anti-Hamill. Maiers 
was nervous, and for good reason: He 
was afraid of getting hurt. I was nervous 
as well, though my fear was more of 
looking stupid than of getting hurt. Dad 
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probably wasn't nervous at all - he'd 
been up this kind of road before and 
wasn't looking for style points. 

Larry was careful in his approach, 
and it showed. Still, he succeeded in get- 
ting around a speedway track on a 
speedway bike. And he didn’t hurt him- 
self. He quickly removed his motocross 
boots and went back to his day job of 
putting together the television show. 

The Carruthers family happened to 
be sharing both helmet, boots and steel 
shoe, and the World Champion in the 
family was talked into going first. This 
was a tactical maneuver on my part that 
could easily have backfired. But history 
was in my favor, and I knew my father 
wouldn't do anything silly, so I still had

a chance of coming out of this one look- 
ing really good. Then Kel went out and 
put on a show, sliding the bike sideways 
and getting applause from even Barry 
Briggs. Now I was in trouble. I’d had 
visions of him keeping the wheels in 
line, meaning that I'd only have to go 
somewhat sideways in order to shine. 
Now I would have to go out and really 
slide the thing... 

All of my fears went away early. 
While I anticipated the bike would be 
ungodly to ride, it actually wasn't. After 
all, speedway motorcycles are, by nature, 
designed to slide, and they do so without 
much effort. I concentrated on going into 
the corners slowly, getting on the gas 
midcorner and sliding the bike to the exit 
(not a lot in the way of outright speed, 
but a way to keep the style points rack- 
ing up). One thing I noticed right away is 
that all thoughts of the front end can be 
dismissed. When you try to slide most 
motorcycles, you're usually more wor- 
ried about losing the front than you are 
with the rear. On a speedway bike, this 
isn't the case. Sliding the rear is your 
only concern, and it spins up with just a 
bit of careful throttle control. The front 
just stays planted - at least at a beginner's 
pace. Okay, so there aren't any brakes - 





but you don't need them until it's time to 
go back to the pits anyway. 

I did as many laps as my legs could 
stand (one was getting used to carrying a 
steel shoe, the other was tired from stand- 
ing and pushing on the outside footpeg), 
and pulled it in. Hamill and Hancock 
were all smiles and full of compliments, 
and Briggs was simply stunned. Maiers 
interviewed me for TV and even seemed 
proud of my ride - though I could hear 
him mumbling something about racquet- 
ball. My dad was also smiling, yet a bit 
quick to rip off my boots so he could have 
another go. This time he was up by the 
wall, carrying road racing-like cornering 
speed and scaring the hell out of me and 
everybody else - to hell with style points! 

I rode more throughout the day, get- 
ting more comfortable with every lap. 
Both Hamill and Hancock were top- 
notch instructors, and they ended up 
dazzling us when they decided to ride in 
formation around Maely’s track. By the 
end of the day I couldn’t recall ever hav- 
ing more fun, and there’s a good chance 
Ill end up needing a plastic surgeon to 
remove the smile from my face. 

I never did end up getting a nick- 
name, but I have until the spring to come 
up with one. That’s when the season 
starts at Costa Mesa Speedway. And 
that’s when everyone in Division III bet- 
ter watch their backs. €N

magine living in a compound for 

120 days a year, working alone in 

what is essentially nothing more 

than your own private cage. Around 
you are 100 other men, all in their own 
cages, with the same driving ambition: 
to beat you and everybody else. Yet 
you've already won just to get to this 
point, as you actually had to earn a spot 
in your own cherished cage. 

Next to you sits the local pop star - 
idolized by the young and the man 
behind numerous number-one hits: He's 
a millionaire, yet he turned his back on 
the pop charts to satisfy his thirst for 
danger in another arena. Now he's also 
a caged man, one of about 600. 

But who are these caged men? And 
where exactly are they caged? More 
importantly - why are they caged? 

Enter the strange world of Japanese 
Speedway racing, where stars pull 
down in excess of $1 million a year - 
thanks mostly to legalized gambling, 
which has taken the racing to the levels 
of horse racing. But it wasn’t always like 
it is today. When American showman 
Putt Mosman brought his stunt team to 
Japan in 1934, there wasn't any speed- 
way racing to speak of. Then it began. 
Initially, the races were held on dirt 
ovals, but too many riders were getting 
hurt - a fact that didn’t please the gam- 
bling establishment. Promoters simply 
couldn’t afford to have their stars sitting 
around, injured. Thus, in 1968, dirt track 
speedway racing was banned and the 
dirt ovals were paved with asphalt. 

But the racing surface didn’t prove to 
be the only shortcoming of Japanese 
Speedway racing. Any form of gam- 
bling is susceptible to abuse and corrup- 
‘tion, and Speedway in Japan proved to 
be no exception. With huge sums of 
money being waged, the racing attract- 
ed a criminal element, including a 
Mafia-like organization. Among the 
problems that surfaced was race fixing, 
with several riders jailed. And some of 
those who crossed paths with the local 
gangsters allegedly ended up on the 
bottom of Tokyo Bay. 

The problems led to changes in the 
sport, and things are much different 
today than they were in the beginning. 

Now riders are under very strict con- 
trol. All six tracks stage meetings for 
nine days each month, with each meet- 
ing lasting from three to five days. Dur-

ing this time, riders are housed within 
the stadium, and no communication 
with the outside world is allowed. 
Before each race, the riders leave the pit 
area outside the track to do three laps, 
the last of which is timed. All tracks are 
500 meters in length, and lap times are 
divided in order to give each rider a 
100-meter time that is used’ to classify 
them; the timed lap is also used by the 
gamblers to see if a rider is on ate å 
Following the timed session, the rid- 
ers return to the compound, where they 
can make last-minute adjustments to 
their motorcycles. Then they are ush- 
ered into an underground room, where 
the tension is so thick you could cut the 
air with a knife. They straddle sparse 
wooden seats, sip green tea and focus 
on the task ahead. Meanwhile, the gam-

blers have 40 minutes to place their bets. 

Make no mistake about it - Japanese 
Speedway is big business. The Japanese 
love of gambling is well-known, and the 
Japanese Ministry of Trade and Industry 
pockets billions of dollars annually in 
proceeds from the six tracks. The gov- 
ernment pulls no punches and openly 
states that “Autorace speedway is for 
gambling, not bikers.” 

So how does one get into position to 
sit in the underground room and sweat 
out the fast-approaching race? The 
applicants must be single, male and 
Japanese, and between the ages of 16 
and 22. One must also be the right size: 
no shorter than 5 feet, 2 inches and no 
lighter than 143 pounds. Applicants 
must also live in one of the six cities that 
play host to the races. While those are 






























rather strict requirements, roughly 1500 
applicants are gradually whittled down 
to just 24 who, with a bit of luck, could 
end up financially set for the rest of their 
lives. 

And let's not forget the testing proce- 
dure, most of which has nothing to do 
with riding a motorcycle. The first test is 
simply one of intelligence. Then comes a 
physical exam. The third requires deft 
eye-hand coordination, as well as speed 
and the ability to judge distances. The 
ability to ride a motorcycle? Not a 
requirement just yet. 

Those 24 who are selected are about 
to undertake a complete change in 
lifestyle. They are shipped off to a train- 
ing school at the mountainside track in 
Tskuba for 10 months - allowed to ven- 
ture home only twice during that time. 













The initiation is tough, with the trainers 
typically called “the instructors from 
hell.” Discipline is the key word. 

Learn to ride - piece of cake, right? 
First things first, and the riders are first 
taught to build their own bikes and 
engines. Originally, these were Tri- 
umphs, but those were replaced some 
three years ago by special 650cc Suzuki 
machines. Only after the students have 
learned the art of motorcycle mainte- 
nance are they finally taught to ride. The 
newcomers are given 500cc Suzukis on 
which to learn, and they'll ride those 
smaller bikes for their first year of com- 
petition. z 

RACE TIME 


It is noon in the Japanese city of 
Isesaki, and a steady flow of top-of-the- 
line Mercedes, Toyotas, BMWs and 
Porsches flow through the pit gate at the 
local speedway facility. The men driving 
those high-dollar cars are the very same 
men who are scheduled to compete in 
the Japanese Championship. Security is 
tight, and the riders must be checked in 
by 1 p.m. the day prior to the first quali- 
fying races. With every rider dreaming 
of winning the “richest motorcycle race 
in the world,” no one arrives late. 

Earlier, at daybreak, five semis had 
passed through those very same gates, 
transporting the machines and equip- 
ment for the finalists from their respec- 
tive home tracks. 

Eighty-eight riders will try for victo- 
ry in the 29th Japanese Autorace Speed- 
way Championship, scheduled for the 
next five days. 

The qualification process appears 
somewhat complex: A rider races in one 
race on each of the five days; all riders 
start on equal terms on the first day, but 
qualification gets progressively tougher. 
The fourth day is the crucial one, when 








the 32 riders who have reached the 
semifinals must finish first or second to 
qualify for a slot in the Golden Race 
Final. 

All 88 riders are housed four to a 
bedroom. No riders have mechanics - 
they do all their own chores. 

In Japan, there is much respect for 
elders, so the younger riders help and 
tend to the older club members - while 
keeping their own equipment together 
and trying to qualify themselves for the 
final. 

This year’s qualifying rounds were 
held in pouring rain, bringing about 
some shocking results. The old Dunlop 
triangle road race tire, which all riders 
are required to use, tends to lose trac- 
tion in the wet if you get too ambitious. 
Naturally, given the conditions, there 
were some big crashes. Fortunately, no 
one was hurt - but because of the gam- 
bling, no race is ever stopped. So if a 
rider is brought down through no fault 
of his own, he faces a tough task in still 
trying to qualify. 

The following two days featured bril- 
liant sunshine, and the form book recov- 
ered its sanity and most of the favored 
riders qualified for the final. One 
notable exception was six-time Japanese 
Champion Masamitsu Iizuka, who 
missed out in his semifinal after an 
uncharacteristically slow start. Iizuka is 
well-known, having traveled to Aus- 
tralia in the 1970s to race conventional 
speedway - but this was not going to be 
his year. 

The oldest in the field would be 47- 
year-old Nobuhiro Shimada, the 
defending champion. The youngest was 
local hero Mitugu Takahashi, who is 26 
years old. The average age of the final- 
ists was 35, proving that experience is 
vital in this form of racing. 

There appears to be a new generation 
of young riders in Japanese Speedway - 
reminiscent of the wind of change that 
swept through road racing in the late 
‘70s and early ‘80s, when ex-dirt track- 
ers such as Kenny Roberts and Randy 
Mamola arrived on the Grand Prix 
scene. 

Young Takahashi is one of the new 
breed. He often races to victory from the 
back of the pack and he has attracted 
fans like a pop star. This kind of popu- 
larity was unheard of in past years, with 
the emphasis placed so heavily on gam- 
bling. 

The gamblers’ favorites, meanwhile, 
are reflected in the betting prices. The 
hottest tip is Takumi Katahira, who is 
nicknamed the “Money King,” as he 
was the top earner in 1996, pocketing in 
excess of $1 million. In a betting process 
that is similar to dog- and horse-racing 
tracks around the world, Japanese 
Speedway also offers the opportunity to 
bet the exacta - with bettors required to 
correctly pick the first- and second-place 
finisher. It's a popular bet. 

While there are eight riders in a race, 
there are only six betting numbers. The

numbers five and six are bracketed 


together as number five, and numbers . 


seven and eight are bracketed as num- 
ber six - so you can actually have three 
riders racing for you in your quest to be 
a winner. 

The introduction prior to the final is 
both colorful and exciting: Two vans 
carrying the racers stop in front of the 
main grandstand, with the riders climb- 
ing to their numbered places on the 
podium, where they are then introduced 
to the public - all against a backdrop of 
fireworks. 

The riders are then returned to their 
bikes in the pits prior to taking their 
timed laps. Then it’s back to the com- 
pound while the gamblers ponder on 
where to place their money during the 
one-hour betting time period. 





After the hour expires, a hushed 
crowd greets the riders as they emerge 
from underground and head straight to 
the start line. The front tires of the 
motorcycles are placed on a line under 
the watchful eye of a starting marshal, 
with each tire synchronized with a laser 
beam that is visible only on a television 
monitor in the referee’s box. With the 
riders in formation, loud music is 
played, and the excitement builds to a 
crescendo as the race gets under way. 

What about cheating? With the odds 
stacked heavily in favor of the referee, 
trying to beat the start clock is not advis- 
able. As the clock ticked away for the 
start of the final, the rider in white in 
position one decided to opt for a quick 
exit. We expected him to be excluded, 
but were informed by a member of the 

























federation that each rider is allowed a 
second chance. So why not take a 
chance, you ask? The penalty for mak- 
ing a false start is exclusion from the fol- 
lowing year’s championship. With the 
huge rewards available, it’s hardly 
worth the risk. 

From start number two, the unfa- 
vored Masanobu Nakamura made the 
perfect start. Coming onto the finishing 
straight on lap one, he held a slender 
lead over Takahashi, who was placed 
comfortably on the outside. Suddenly, 
Nakamura lost traction and was lucky 
not to crash. The miscue allowed Taka- 
hashi and three others to flash past. 
Takahashi continued to pile on the pres- 
sure at the front while Nakamura fought 
to get back into contention. 

At the finish, it was Takahashi at the 
front, while Nakamura had been able to 
fight through to second place. Takahashi 
was crowned the 1997 Japanese 
Autorace Champion and took home a 
check for 23,000,000 yen, or a cool 
$200,000 - about $1200 a second. And 
that sum was pocket change compared 
to what the promoters had earned - the 
five-day meeting had grossed 
$49,365,720. Yes, over $49 million. 

There is certain to be a new wave of 
riders in the future - like the new cham- 
pion - who will use different riding 
styles, and a dirt track influence is defi- 
nitely creeping in. The case of a young 
Japanese rider who we nicknamed 
“Jawa Boy” illustrates the change. The 
22-year-old went to California, pur- 
chased a two-valve Jawa and rode every 
day for a month, teaching himself what 
it’s like to get into and out of controlled 
slides. 

Those who put the dirt track tech- 
nique to good use are likely to be the 
future champions of the Japanese 
Autorace. We also discovered, on the 
day that we put on a speedway demon- 
stration at the Honda dirt track facility 
in Japan, that despite the fact that these 
racers make. huge amounts of money, 
they really like riding motorcycles just 
for fun. And that’s no different from 
anywhere else in the world. eN

ampion, Answer-backed / Primal 
pulse/ Bill's Pipes/Suzuki Rac- 
ing Team's Buddy ”Bud Man” 
Antunez, used the fifth stop of the 
National Arenacross Series to move into 
the series points lead for the first time 
this year. He accomplished this by win- 
ning the 125cc main on Friday and then 
the 250cc main on Saturday at the Lazy 
E Arena in Oklahoma. 

Tuf Racing/Honda/Thor/Bell- 
backed Jeromy Buehl also had a good 
night, putting a Honda into the winner's 
circle for the first time this season after 
winning Friday night's 250cc main 
event. 

Oklahoma’s own Cliff Palmer also 
had a promising weekend by jumping 
up to the number-two spot in the series, 
and he is now 12 points behind 
Antunez. . 


FRIDAY 


Antunez grabbed the 1-900-PRO- 
RACE Holeshot Award in front of a 
near-capacity crowd in the 125cc main, 
leading Kawasaki of Carrollton- 
backed Grayson Goodman and Tuf 
Racing’s Denny Stephenson onto a 
course that boasted many triple jumps. 
Stephenson passed Goodman early in 
the first lap, but the “Bud Man” was 
on the gas and led the 15-rider pack 
with confidence. 

A tight race for second place picked 
up momentum on lap eight, as Palmer 
passed Goodman and then tried to reel 
in Stephenson. Meanwhile, Chad Peder- 
son and Jeromy Buehl closed the gap on 
Goodman.

Suddenly, Palmer went down at the 
start of lap 10. Though he was quick to 
remount, it wasn’t quick enough to keep 
Pederson, who had already gotten 
around Goodman, from passing him. 
Buehl also got by Palmer, following 
Goodman’s wake. 

In the meantime, Antunez was out 
front, still railing the berms and tripling 
the jumps en route to victory. 

“I got a good holeshot and felt pretty 
good,” Antunez said. “I thought there 
was a Kawie behind me, but when I 
looked back I saw it was Denny.” 

Stephenson finished second. 

“Grayson and I were pretty much 
side by side off the start, but I got by 
him early,” Stephenson said. “I knew it 





` would be a long race and I still had my 


250 main in front of me, so I just kept 
my head and raced as well as I could.” 

Pederson made an amazing recovery 
from a crash in his heat race to finish 
third. 

The 250cc main holeshot went to 
Buehl, who led a Honda charge with 
teammate Stephenson right behind him. 
Antunez, however, was in the hunt and 
moved into second right away and 
began to chase Buehl but couldn’t catch 
him. 

“I finally got a good start and pulled 
away from Buddy,” Buehl said. 

And pull away he did. 

Once out front, there was no stop- 
ping the kid from London, Ohio, as he 











ran away with the win - his first of the 
season. 

Visiting Australian Cameron Taylor 
chased down Stephenson for almost half 
of the 20-lap main event, passing for 
third on lap nine. Local favorite Palmer 
followed suit and he, too, passed 
Stephenson early on the next lap. 
Palmer reeled in Taylor and chased him 
for the rest of the race, but Taylor was 
determined to keep his position and fin- 
ished third behind Buehl and Antunez. 

Buehl was extremely happy to end 
his - and Honda’s - dry spell, and he 
had a grin that went from ear to ear to 
prove it. “I felt really good,” Buehl said. 
“I got the holeshot and was able to pull 
a little bit of a lead at the beginning. I 
was just trying to stay smooth and con- 
sistent every lap. I’m really happy.” 

Antunez’ second-place finish put him 
a single point in front of Pederson going 
into the Saturday night round. 

“I let Jeromy get too far ahead of me 
in the beginning,” Antunez said. “I 
wanted to pace myself, but I should 
have kept a little bit closer.” 


SATURDAY 


There was no doubt who the Lazy E 
Arena spectators were favoring on Sat- 





urday, as a full house of Oklahoma fans 
cheered on their hometown favorite - 
Palmer. After a rough round at Fort 
Worth, Texas, and sliding back from the 
points lead to third at the Guthrie open- 
er, a new-and-improved Palmer lined 
up on the gate, starting off his night of 
victories with the Dash For Cash win, 
and was afterward rewarded with a 
standing ovation. 

Jimmy Wilson shot off the gaté to 
claim the 125cc main holeshot, as Peder- 
son knocked on his back door through- 
out the first lap. The two front-runners 
were followed closely by Antunez, 
Stephenson and an injured Josh 
Demuth. 

Pederson passed Wilson on the sec- 








ond lap, and then Antunez passed Wil- 
son, as well. 

Antunez showed Pederson his front 
tire a few times before passing for the 
lead on lap three, while Palmer, who 
had gated fifth, worked his way to third 
and began to drill Pederson for second. 

It wasn’t until lap six that Palmer 
charged by Pederson. 

Antunez appeared to struggle in the 
whoops, and Palmer was able to make 
up time on the leader. 

“Cliff is a good 5 inches taller than 

e,” Antunez said, “so it’s easier for 
him through the whoops on a 125, but I 
just tried to stay calm and remain in 
control.” 

Palmer reeled in Antunez, but it was 
all for naught after he slid out in a turn. 

Palmer quickly remounted, but not 
before Pederson passed him. However, 
Palmer came right back and passed Ped- 
erson on the next lap. 

“J thought I blew it,” Palmer said of 
his slide-out, “but I was able to get back 
up and catch Pederson, and then I still 
had enough time to catch back up to 
Buddy.” 

Like he said, Palmer caught up to 
Antunez, using the whoops as his 
”secret weapon.” On the final lap, 
Palmer narrowly got around Antunez to 
take the checkered flag first. The crowd 
loved what they had seen and cheered 
both riders as the two took a victory lap 
for the screaming fans. 

”There's always a little pressure rid- 
ing in frorit of the hometown crowd, but 
I was able to turn that pressure into 
adrenaline and race a good race,” 
Palmer said from the podium. 

“I went to the outside (of the track) 
because Clifford (Adoptante) was in my 
way, so I had to change my line. The 
whoops were rough for me tonight,” 
Antunez said. 

The 250cc main event was destined 
to be great from the get-go, with the 
crowd still reeling from Palmer's 125cc 
main-event win. Antunez was ready for 
the gate to drop and nailed the holeshot. 

Tom Hofmaster and Buehl tasted dirt 
in the first turn after both riders went 
down. Jim Chester, Taylor, Travis 
Hodges, Goodman and Palmer got 
through the first turn unscathed. 

As the race began to unfold, Palmer 
was a man on a mission, using his 
finesse through the whoops to gain 
positions toward the front, but it wasn’t 
until lap five that he was able to get 
around Chester. But by this time 
Antunez had a four-second lead on the 
new second-placed rider, Palmer. 
Nevertheless, it took Palmer a lap to 








reel in Antunez and, on lap 20, they 
raced side by side, with Palmer showing 
Antunez his front wheel in several cor- 
ners. Palmer finally made a pass on 
Antunez, but Antunez passed him back 
going into the final lap to take the win. 

Chester had his best finish in the 
series thus far, taking the third position 
on the podium. 

“I was able to work out a couple little 
bugs in the 250, and I had the power to 
get back around Cliff when he tripled to 
the inside of me on the first set of 
whoops,” Antunez said of his battle 
with Palmer. “I tripled outside of him in 
the next set (of whoops) to take back the 
lead.” 

“I felt really good in the whoops,” 
Palmer said. “I haven't been able to get 
good starts and I had to work from 
behind. I can’t be any more pleased, 
winning the Dash For Cash, the 125

Circuit-sponsored Rusty Holland 

drew first blood at the CMC/Sun- 
Star Golden State Nationals South open- 
er by posting a four-moto sweep of both 
125 and 250cc Pro divisions at Glen 
Helen OHV Cycle Park. 

This year marked the 22nd annual 
running of California’s oldest (and one 
of its most prestigious) motocross series, 
which started back in 1977. More than 
$1.2 million in purse and prizes was up 
for grabs, including a new KTM 50 and 
a Kawasaki KX60 for the mini classes. 

Heavy rains poured down for days 
prior to the event but CMC stood firm 
on racing come rain or shine. “Racing in 
adverse conditions builds character,” 
said one CMC official. The concept, 
oddly enough, was well-received by the 
more than 700 riders who traveled to 
race the opening round of the series at 
Glen Helen Raceway. 

The 125cc Pro class was perhaps the 
most talked-about race on the schedule, 
with rookie Pro Billy Payne making his 
CMC professional debut. Payne lined 
up opposite most of the faster Pros for 
the first moto. 

When the gate dropped, Payne 
hooked up and pulled the holeshot, fol- 
lowed by Holland and Casey Lytle. 

“Those gates were all wet,” Payne 
noted. “My gate was more inside, but it 
was dry.” 

Payne was on the gas and opened a 
cushion on his Pro-Circuit/Quick Sil- 
ver/Kona-backed Kawasaki, but Hol- 
land began to close by the halfway point 
in the race. While Holland was gaining 
ground, so was Lytle, who may have 
been arguably the fastest rider on the 
track. With two laps to go, Holland 
finally made his move. 

“I left the door open,” Payne said. 
“He (Holland) slammed me good. I 
tried to get him back but when I pulled 
up next to him, Lytle got a wheel on me 
and I lost second.” 

Lytle kept the pressure on Holland 
for the remainder of the moto but, in the 
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end, Holland toughed it out and posted 
the win, followed by Lytle and Payne. 

The second moto saw Payne pull a 
repeat holeshot and immediately open 
up a comfortable lead. Payne had a five- 
second lead and looked like he would 
be the runaway winner, but disaster 
struck as he crashed while negotiating a 
downhill jump. 

With Payne out of the race with a fat 
lip and a gash in his wrist, New Mexi- 
co's Keith Johnson took the lead, briefly. 
A lap later, Holland and Lytle moved 
into first and second and began an 
intense battle that lasted the duration of 
the race. When the dust settled, it was 
Holland by a bike length over Lytle in 
second, while Johnson, SplitFire/Pro 
Circuit / Kawasaki’s Nic Wey and for- 
mer mini champ Bader Manneh round- 
ed out the top five. 

“Radical” Ron Turner, 1977 250cc Pro 
Golden State Champion, owned the 
Over 40 Master division, using fast 
starts and smooth finishes aboard his 
FMF-backed Yamaha. Mark White was a 
factor in both motos, but poor starts left 
him passing riders all moto long to 
claim second. 

“I wanted to get up there and race 
Turner, but sixth-place starts don’t cut it 
at the Golden State Nationals,” White 
said. 

Parry Klassen, aboard his bright yel- 
low Husaberg, was impressive in both 
motos and recorded a solid third, in 
front of Ron Ruff, Alan Olson and Joe 
Root, who was making his Over 40 Mas- 
ter-class debut. 

Team KTM/R&D Racing pilots Don- 
nie Kearney and Cole Seely were kings 
of the 50 (4-6) and 50 (7-8) classes, 
respectively, by winning both of their 
motos in convincing fashion. Seely 
topped the AC Racing Cobra of Mike 
Meade and Matt Harrison’s KTM, while 
Kearney took the measure of Dustin 
Pipes and Hayden Comman: 

Las Vegas, Nevada's Jason Partridge 
was untouchable in the 80cc (7-11) divi- 
sion. Not even a crash while leading the 
first moto could help the field of contes- 
tants, as Partridge shot back past the 
field in the blink of an eye to score the 
moto win. y 
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The second moto saw Partridge out 
front from the drop of the gate and turn- 
ing heads by triple-jumping into a 
whoop section that most others could 
only double into. Partridge and his Fox- 
backed Suzuki topped Chris Nihan, 
Mike Alessi, Scott Simon and Robby 
Woods when the overall scores were tal- 
lied. 

The much-anticipated showdown 
between Mike Alessi and Josh Grant in 
the 60cc (9-11) division was nothing 
short of a barn-burner during both 
motos of competition. Alessi and Grant 
waged a private duel as they left the 
field behind, caught up in a race all their 
own. In the end, Alessi edged out Grant 
during both motos to post the overall 
victory.

Sports Indoor Winter Series, but the 
Honda of Jackson rider didn't foresee 
getting ”cold-conked” during Friday's 
250cc Å main event. But Dunaway recov- 


ered nicely, winning the 125cc A class 
and collecting the $140 for the second- 
place cash in the Winters Marketing- 
sponsored jump contest. On Saturday, 
Dunaway returned and took second in 
125cc A, fourth in 250cc A and third in 
the jump contest, ignoring the stitches in 
his chin and a nagging headache. 

Asheville's WNC Agricultural Center 
hosted more than 400 riders each night 
from 10 states and Canada for Victory 
Sports' after-Christmas racing. The 
arena's Larry Harrison-prepared track 
was ready, and so were the riders - and 
their dads. 

Dunaway, Kingsport KTM/Winters 
Marketing-backed Jim Neese and 
William Wilson got tangled in turn one 
of Friday's 125cc A qualifier. Dunaway 
shook off that 10th-place finish and went 
out to race the main event. 

Qualifier winner Robby Horton, 
newly mounted this year on Kingsport 
KTMs, holeshot the 125cc A main, but 
Dunaway took over early in the first lap. 
Georgia’s Brian Raymond hovered in 
third, with Neese peering over his shoul- 
der. With two laps to go, Horton went 
for the lead and crashed both himself 
and Dunaway. The front pair had put 
lapped traffic between them and the duo 
of Raymond and Neese, so Dunaway 
was able to recover first to maintain the 
lead. Raymond had to slow to avoid 
other bikes, putting Neese in second, but 
Raymond still held on for third. 

Kingsport KTM's Jon Boruff holeshot 
the 250cc A qualifier, with Layton Suzu- 
ki's Matt Shue, Suzuki /Amway/Winters 
Marketing-backed Marcus Hedrick and 
Dunaway on his fender. Boruff looked to 
have a lock on the win, but a bad exit 
from the whoops sent him directly into 
the bull fence that surrounds the WNC 
arena, rattling his brains and handing 
Shue the lead. Hedrick led Dunaway for 
second until Dunaway ducked inside in 
turn one to steal the position with two 
laps to go. 

Hedrick pulled the holeshot in the 
250cc A main event, but was quickly dis-

placed by Shue. FMF/Bridgestone/Scott- 
backed Scott Graves of Westmoreland, 
Ténnessee, powered his new Yamaha 
into third, followed by Dunaway and 
Wilson. Dunaway began fading on the 
second lap and allowed Wilson and 
Neese to pass, dropping Dunaway to 
sixth. While being challenged by Ray- 
mond, Dunaway crashed in the whoops 
and did not get up.

At the end of the evening, Dunaway 
was able to walk around and discuss the 
wreck. 

“We were having trouble with the 
clutch on the 250,” Dunaway said. 
“Maybe that’s what made me fall. I don’t 
remember what else it could have been.” 

Dunaway escaped with nothing but a 
headache, stitches in his chin, and some 
scrapes and bruises. 

On Saturday, F&S Suzuki/JT/Pro Cir- 
cuit’s Greg Rand made the trip from 
Ohio to dominate 125cc A class. After fin- 
ishing sixth in the qualifier, Dunaway 
hitched his wagon to Rand and followed 
him for the whole main event to second 
place. Shue, Neese and Horton rounded 
out the top five overall. 

Rand appeared to have a lock on the 
250cc A main as well, jumping out front 
on the start and leading Neese, Shue and 
Dunaway for nine laps. Suddenly, Neese 
saw his chance and ducked inside in turn 
one to take over the lead. Rand answered 
back, but coming through the whoops 
Neese and Shue sandwiched his Suzuki, 
dropping Rand to third. Dunaway and 
Hedrick stayed close in fourth and fifth 
to take advantage of any further mis- 
takes, though none occurred. 

“I feel okay,” Dunaway remarked 
about his return to racing on Saturday. “I 
wish it hadn't happened, but during the 
race I didn’t even think about it - just 
concentrated on riding.

Ondas on 
the gas

Fx the second consecutive year, 











Kawasaki's Dave Ondas wrapped 

up the District 37 desert-racing sea- 
son in winning form by taking the over- 
all win at the Dirt Diggers MC’s 11th 
annual Winter Hare Scrambles. The 
Team Green KX500 rider completed two 
laps around the 35-mile loop to take the 
checkered flag in just under 90 minutes. 

When the start banner dropped for 
the Expert line, Ondas was not the only 
one to get a good jump off the line. Fel- 
low KX500 racer Abe Bauman was also 
hard on the gas and remained neck and 
neck with Ondas until the 2-mile uphill 
bomb run filtered down to one trail. 
Both riders crested the end of the bomb 
on opposite sides, but Ondas’ line 
proved to be the smoothest, and Bau- 
man tucked in behind the dust in sec- 
ond place. Behind Bauman lurked the 
ultrafast KTM 1250f Eric Hallgath, 
XR600 pilot Jeff Capt and Team Green 
KX250 rider Oakley Lehman. 

“I had to work real hard and roost to 
the bomb,” Bauman said about his stel- 
lar start. “After that, Hallgath passed me 
in Ondas’ dust and I got arm pump.” 

Despite his arm pump, Bauman was 
able to keep Hallgath in sight from third 
place. 

From the start, the course led nearly 
300 racers north across Trona Road and 
then cut over to Charlie’s Place, through 
Teagle Wash and then to Searles Station. 
As Ondas left Searles Station and headed 
toward pit row, he had a comfortable 
lead between himself and Hallgath. 
Ondas completed his first lap in 40 min- 
utes, nearly a minute faster than Hall- 
gath in second place, who zipped into 
the pits in second overall - a very 
impressive position for a 125. Bauman 
cruised in seconds later behind Hallgath 
in his usual Vet-class leading position. 
Capt thundered by in the fourth position 
with the Four-Stroke lead, and Lehman 
filled in the 250cc lead right behind Capt. 

On their second trip around the 
course, many of the lead Experts began 
to lap the Novice and Beginner racers. 
Lappers did not slow Ondas down at 
all, but Hallgath handed second place 
back to Bauman due to a collision with a 
lapped rider. 

“On the second loop, I ran into a 
lapped rider and we both went down,” 
Hallgath said. “I stopped and helped 
him get up and get started, and that’s 
when Bauman got back around me.” 

Bauman was glad to take second 
overall for the day away from Hallgath. 

“I was following him and all of a 
sudden I saw him picking up his bike,” 
Bauman said about his move into sec- 
ond overall. “I guess his misfortune was 
my fortune.” 

Hallgath and Bauman were not the 
only front-runners to change positions 
on the second lap, as Lehman was mak- 
ing a hard charge to get around Capt for 
fourth overall. He finally made it hap- 
pen when Capt overshot a turn 5 miles 
from the finish. 

“I came through a tunnel and I saw 
Capt had blown a corner, so I went right 
by him,” Lehman said. “I could hear

him behind me all the way to the finish. 
I got a really bad start and didn’t see 
anyone too much the whole time until I 
saw Jeff (Capt) blow that corner.” 

Capt, who will make the jump from 
riding a XR600 to riding a KX500 for 
Team Green next year, was not too dis- 
appointed about moving from fourth to 
fifth in the standings. 

”I already earned the Four-Stroke 
number-one plate earlier in the year,” 
Capt said, “so I just came out to have 

At the finish, Ondas was all smiles. A 
broken hard guard and a cut on his nose 
from weaving in and out of the bushy 
trails were the only signs that he had 
just traveled 70 miles in less than an 
hour and a half. . 

“I rode real hard the first lap,” Ondas 
said about his performance.

Wiitala wails at Lake Superior 
Ice Race opener

SUPERIOR, WI, JAN. 11 

Local racer Luke Wiitala had a good day, win- 
ning the Amateur Open and Open Pro races at 
the opening round of the three-event Lake Supe- 
rior Ice Racing Series. The race kicked off the 1998 
Northland Motorcycle Riders Association season. 

The day started out looking pretty grim, 
with sub-zero temperatures and a 30-below 
wind-chill factor. The only good-looking thing 
was the 14 inches of ice - some of the first safe 
ice of the season. But after a chilly beginning, 
things warmed up to a balmy five degrees 
above, the wind slowed down, and racers and 
fans started to trickle in. 

The ice race was termed a “compromise 
track” by NMRA president Steve Ahlers. In an 
attempt to challenge both the dirt tracker and 
motocrosser contingent, club members Luke and 
Rich Wiitala and Jeff Berg laid out a technical .7- 
mile circuit. The course consisted of a dogleg 
right into a decreasing radius left, which ran rac- 
ers directly into a tricky hairpin section and then 
another tight left. The course was capped off by 
a long, fast straight into a huge left-hand sweep- 
er. Although at first there was some discussion 
about the difficulty of the hairpin section, racers 
gave it the thumbs-up after practice. The unusu- 
ally tight back end of the track proved very chal- 
lenging, and indeed became the deciding factor 
in several contests. 

In 80cc mini action, Shawn Burr led his heat 
and his final in very professional style, hooking 
up perfectly everywhere on the track. He won 
his class with a convincing lead over second- 
placed Travis Henrichs. Although Burr came in 
several seconds ahead of Henrichs, both riders 
exhibited controlled form that many older riders 
aspire to match. Honda-riding brothers Lee and 
Zac Norick finished up the pack. 

In the Amateur Open class, Wiitala ran away 
from some of Minnesota’s biggest ice-racing 
names. In the heat and then in the final, Wiitala 
never even saw Mark Deal and John Larson on 
his way to victory. Behind him, Deal, Larson and 
Jérry Lindvall pushed each other to the limit, try- 
ing to catch the leader. With lap times within a 
half-second of the Pro class, the Amateur Open 
was one of the most exciting classes to watch. 

Later, Wiitala demonstrated more skill by 
winning the Pro Open heat and final over Deal 
and Jeff Berg. It should be noted that pre-event 
practicing was strictly forbidden on the track, so 
even though Wiitala laid out the track, his wins 
came from pure skill, determination and proper 
machine setup. 

The Vet and Senior (Over 38) classes are 
always heavily attended, and full grids of racers 
rolled in to contest both classes. In battles: car- 
ried over from the Open class, Berg, Deal and 
Lindvall put on a great show in the Vet class. 
With Berg quickly pulling ahead of the rest, 
attention focused on Deal and Lindvall, who 
waged a very heated battle together. 

Later, in the Senior class, Deal took the 
holeshot and was chased by an overzealous con- 
tingent of racers who piled up in the first corner, 
causing a red-flag restart. Fortunately, nothing 
but pride was hurt, and the restart again saw 
Deal up front, with Joe Brown right on his tail, 
riding a bike borrowed from Berg. Deal won the 
Senior class by seconds, with Brown, Mick 
Erickson and Ahlers in hot pursuit.

Prix racing and American riders 

went hand in hand. There seemed to 
be an inexhaustible supply of talent, 
and while not every winner at that time 
was from the United States of America, 
most of them were, and most of the rest 
were from Australia. When Christian 
Sarron won in the wet in Germany in 
1985, it was the first victory for a non- 
American rider since 1982. 

And so it went on, until Kevin 
Schwantz's title in 1993. The names on 
the U.S. roll call of champions demar- 
cate a period of racing history from 
1978 until 1993, the year of 
Wayne Rainey's career- 
ending crash: Roberts, iif 
Spencer, Lawson, 
Rainey, Schwantz.

enough, was another Kenny Roberts - 
the other American rider last season 
was his younger brother Kurtis, rid- 
ing a 250 in a privateer effort. But 
Junior has a long way to go before he 
too will be called “King Kenny” - the 
way the Modenas project is going just 
now, even “Prince Kenny” would be 
good. 

All of which puts even more pres- 
sure on John Kocinski, whose return 
from the superbike wilderness spans 
the current era and the one before. 

There is an easy way to explain why 
Americans came and went in this way - 
that national success seems to go in 
cycles, and it’s no longer America’s 
turn. Australia is also apparently about 
to run out - after Mick Doohan, who? 
Instead, as we have observed in these 
pages before now, it seems it is about to 
be Japan’s turn. 

This doctrine carries some weight, 
and is comforting for British road rac- 











ing fans. After all, if this is so, maybe it 


will be Britain’s turn again in the 
future. 

But if the cyclical model does work, 
it does not do so under its own 
momentum. It must be driven and 
steered, though it takes planning and 
long-term initiatives to do so. 

The American rise to prominence, 
after all, did not happen by chance. It 
was forced ahead by a generation of 
steel-shoed ex-dirt trackers, and it was 
held as an article of faith for a long 
time that it was the ability to race those 
bucking, sliding 750cc Harleys et 
al. that gave the Americans the where- 





thumping four-stroke V-twin sideways 
at more than 100mph on a big loose 
mile or half mile oval. 

Something similar drove a genera- 
tion of Australians, whose background 
was minibike racing on rough-and- 
ready dirt tracks. The common ingredi- 
ent with the United States was not so 
much the controlled slides - for these 
circuits had lefts and rights, chicanes 
and jumps - but an intensity of compe- 
tition that transcended the natural ten- 
dency to ride with both wheels in line. 
An attitude of mind. 

Other extreme forms of motorcycle 
competition demand a similar attitude.

withal to slide around on the 500s of 
the time. 

That was an oversimplification, 
however, as illustrated by Schwantz, 
the exception to the rule. Kevin hadn't 
done that dirt track stuff too much, 
coming instead from a background rid- 
ing trials and motocross. 

“When Kevin discovered a way to 
go racing without getting muddy, he 
never went back on the dirt,” his father, 
Jim, once smilingly explained to me. 

Of course, the oval-track techniques 
of sliding and steering with the throttle 
did help - especially so during the ‘80s, 
when engine power so far exceeded tire 
grip. Just as important, however was 
the dirt track mind-set, an attitude that 
goes hand in hand with throwing a 





Jean-Michel Bayle has made some 
progress in proving that high-flying 
supercross might be one of them. The 
Japanese, meanwhile, who seem to 
stand on the threshold of a period of 
pre-eminence in all three GP classes, 
have gotten to where they are today by 
deliberately following the American 
model, in the most typically literal- 
minded way. They send their riders 
over for a spell as U.S. dirt trackers. A 
steady stream of riders, from Norifumi 
Abe onward, have spent a season or 
two honing their dirt track skills in 
America. The practice continues - a reg- 
ular handful of them are to be seen 
even today, at places like Lodi and 
Sacramento, in the heart of the crucial 
Californian valley dirt track scene. 












If Japan can forge this link between 
the ovals and the Grand Prix circuits, 
why has it been lost to the Americans? 
It seems, in retrospect, that the AMA 
threw it away carelessly, even willfully. 

Until the ’80s, the American Grand 
National championship had been a 
combined affair, taking in road racing 
rounds along with the dirt tracks. The 
balance was skewed toward the latter, 
but rounds at Daytona and Laguna 
Seca, and points in between, counted 
toward the points total, and the truly 
dedicated rider would strive his utmost 
to excel in both disciplines. 

Then, under commercial 
pressure from sponsors 
sand manufacturers, the 
AMA gave road racing 
. their own set of titles, 
È which evolved into the 
© important AMA 
Superbike Champi- 
onship of today, while 
the dirt trackers were 
z «given the Grand Nation- 
al title all to themselves. 
The connection between 
dirt and tarmac, so valu- 
» able to the GP superstars, 
had been lost, and with 
the incentive of champi- 
onship points the dirt 
track fraternity returned 
to the inward-looking 
pursuit of turning only 
left. 

Chuck Aksland, man- 
ager for Team Roberts 
and a member of one of Californian 
racing’s first families, offers another 
reason as well. 

“As superbike racing grew in the 
States, riders could make a good living 
at it. It by far beat struggling for money 
in the GPs.” 

Another incentive was lost. 

The result now is of serious concern 
to anybody anxious to see Americans 
back where we have become accus- 
tomed to seeing them: on the rostrums. 

The supply of American road racing 
talent has dried up to such an exten‘ 
that their thriving National series no 
relies increasingly on foreigners to keep 
the standard high. After Troy Corse: 
came and won the title, fellow Aus 
tralians Mat Mladin and now Anthon 
Gobert are now AMA warriors. 

It looks like it will be a long time} 
before another generation of America 
racers comes along to rival the last 
one. €N
